Queer Pride issue,” I kept insisting 
at our editorial meetings. 

“But it can’t be queer, because we've 
made a bunch of promotional ads that 
say ‘Gay Pride’ on them,” replied an- 
other editor wryly. 

There’s the beauty and the problem 
of being queer at the turn of the mil- 
lennium. We’re visible enough to be 
part of ad campaigns, but those cam- 
paigns are hardly an accurate reflection 
of who we are. 

Although it’s clear that the struggle 
for free, consensual sexual expression 
includes lesbians, bisexuals, transgen- 
dered people, intersexuals, and every- 
body else who isn’t “gay” (which has 
always implied male), political rhetoric 
just hasn’t quite caught up with con- 
temporary queer reality. More to the 
point, pop cultural and commercial 
rhetoric haven't caught up either. 

As Paul Reidinger points out in his 
essay on the decline of San Francisco’s 
status as a gay (male) mecca (see 
“Where Have All the Cowboys Gone?,” 
page 28), the city has gotten richer — 
and thus your typical queer immigrant 
to this land under the rainbow flag is 
hardly an oppressed outcast looking 
for a home. He’s probably the CEO of 
Gay.com. 

Class has become a queer issue. 
Michelle Tea’s vibrant portrait of the 


a I: not the Gay Pride issue, it’s the 


dyke community in San Francisco (see 
“This Land Is Girl Land,” page 26) 
forcefully demonstrates what it means 
to be part of a group with one foot in 
the ghetto and one foot in the profes- 
sional middle class. The wild, artistic, 
brave girls Tea interviews in and 
around the Mission are both victims of 
the neighborhood’s gentrification and 
instigators of it. 

As we enter a new historical phase in 
queer identity and politics, we’re 
forced to ask: Where do we go from 
here? What is to be done? In my article 
on the future of queer identity (see “A 
Perverted Utopia,” page 33), I suggest 
that we continue to fight for every in- 
dividual’s right to radical sexual self- 
expression. 

Not all of us are ready to get mar- 
ried and have kids and zoom around 
the Castro with our BMW motorcycles 
and Mr. S custom leather jackets. We're 
still out there fucking around with 
gender and refusing to be “pure gay” or 
“pure straight.” There are new permu- 
tations on queer life emerging every 
day. No matter how different today’s 
queers seem from what was once 
called “gay,” we are nevertheless part of 
the ongoing process known as the sex- 
ual revolution.

I was reading the article online re: gen- 
trification/economic cleansing in San 
Francisco and was so damn appalled [see 
“The Economic Cleansing of San Fran- 
cisco,” 10/7/99].

My son and his 
cousin live in the bedroom, while me and 
my cousin sleep in the living room, on the 
floor and couch. So, we have no privacy.

The space is so 
small that often we are so sick of the en- 
ergy that we have to leave the house. And 
the kids suffer the most because we are so 
stressed out all the time. So, ultimately our 
house is not our sanctuary. 

So, now that I’ve painted a picture for 
you, would you tell me where in the hell 
are the agencies, cooperative housing, 
and low-income housing resources in the 
city geared toward families? I am so dis- 
couraged and spiritually strung out due to 
this horrible affordable housing deficit, 
and I am supposed to start school in the 
fall. There’s no way that I can keep living 
like this and study for my classes. And 
my son deserves a comfortable dwelling 
just as much as those Jetta-driving, frost- 
ed-haired, e-commerce-working sharks. 
No offense. But damn, I want to stop 
coming home in tears. i

We are writing regarding the departure of 
Dancers’ Group Studio Theater from their 
current location [Letters to the Editor, 
6/14/00; also see “Another Dance Studio 
Evicted,” page 15]. As the new owners of 
the building, we were very disappointed 
to learn on June 6 that Dancers’ Group 
plans to leave. 

Because we believe in Dancers’ Group's 
mission and their presence in our neigh- 
borhood, we worked hard over the last 
three months to create a situation in 
which they could stay. We told Dancers’ 
Group that we would be open to below— 
market rate rents, tiered rent increases 
to allow them time to line up sufficient 
funding, and consolidation of their space 
into a more efficient and affordable con- 
figuration. Even with these considera- 
tions, Dancers’ Group did not feel they 
could- work within any of the parame-

ters.we proposed, and surprisingly, pro- 
posed no solutions of their own. 
Dancers’ Group's current rent, 48 cents 
per square foot, reflects prices of 20 years 
ago, not prices of today. This rent rate 
reflects the building’s current dilapidated 
state and lack of compliance with local 


building codes, something we will have to - 


address immediately at considerable ex- 


pense to us in order torestore this land-- 


mark Mission Street property. With the 
additional cost of year 2000 bank loans, 
property taxes, and insurance, we could 
not, unfortunately, maintain these at- 
tractive rental prices. The rent we pro- 
posed to Dancers’ Group ($2.50 per 
square foot, stepped up over months or 
years from their current rent) reflected 
our honest assessment of the building’s 
actual costs, and is still only half the mar- 

ket value of the space.

Prison guards 
promote violence 


Novey of the California Correctional Peace 

Officers Association after a federal jury ac- 
quitted eight Corcoran prison guards of violating 
the civil rights of prisoners in the Security Hous- 
ing Unit at Corcoran. According to Novey, the 
government prosecutors attempted “to make [the 
guards] out to be the criminals and the criminals 
the heroes.” 

But despite the legal exoneration of these eight 
prison guards, all of whom were involved in the 
maiming and death of unarmed prisoners at Cor- 
coran State Prison, the character of the men on 
trial and particularly the system that they work 
within remains in question. 

The California Department of Corrections’ in- 
tegrated yard policy, which mandated that mem- 
bers of rival prison groups be placed in the exer- 
cise yard at the same time, was discontinued in No- 
vember of 1996, two years after the killing of Pre- 
ston Tate at Corcoran. However, a de facto policy 
remains that results in prisoners being set up for 
fights by guards and administrators at Corcoran 
and other prisons and jails across the state. 

Stories of guards orchestrating fights between 
prisoners have seeped out of the walls of Pelican 
Bay, New Folsom, High Desert, Youth Authority 
lockups, and the L.A. County Jail. On Feb. 23, 
after many months of prisoners being locked 
down, a massive yard fight broke out at Pelican 
Bay, resulting in guards shooting 16 prisoners. 
Dozens of prisoners were injured. The majority of 
the 25 Pelican Bay prisoners interviewed by San 
Francisco nonprofit California Prison Focus un- 
equivocally stated that staff were fully aware of 
plans for the impending melee. 

According to the San Francisco Chronicle, last 
month, Armando Lopez, a former California 
Youth Authority prisoner who now works for the 
parole office, testified to a Senate committee that 
incarcerated youth are pitted against one anoth- 
er. “You prepare yourself for what I consider bat- 
tle” he said. “You have to fight. You must sur- 
vive.” 

Additionally, a lawsuit was recently filed by 
black prisoners against the Los Angeles County 


a i the jury proved us right,” gloated Don 


Sheriff’s Department, after a three-day dormito- 
ry fight broke out in the L.A. County Jail that re- 
sulted in 80 injuries and one coma. More than 200 
plaintiffs allege that deputies purposefully placed 
rival groups of prisoners together in the same 
area. 

From time to time the California Department 
of Corrections publicly reveals its true intentions 
of maintaining and encouraging violence between 
prisoners. Ken Hurdle, an ombud for the CDC, 
told the Sacramento Bee in December that if pris- 
oners who are at peace with one another were to 
be allowed on the yard together “[t]hen you'd 
have two groups normally aligned on the yard at 
the same time. They would only have staff as their 
enemy.” 

Early investigations, conducted by reporters 
and other analysts, of the killings at Corcoran re- 
vealed that an increase in prisoner fights led to 
more incident reports being filed against pris- 
oners, more lockdowns, fewer programs, the hir=_ 
ing of more staff — and consequently more 
funding for the fast-growing prison system. 
When administrators and staff successfully fo- 
ment and inflame racial and gang divisions, they 
in effect further their pursuit of secure funding 
for their jobs and the structure that is necessary 
for those jobs. 

They also redirect righteous anger of many 
prisoners away from the system, away from con- 
ditions in prisons and jails and from larger issues 
of criminalization and racist state policies. . 

A well-organized resistance on both sides of 


the walls is necessary in the face of the strength of . 


the California Correctional Peace Officers Asso- 
ciation and those pulling the strings in Sacra- 
mento. We must choose to challenge thé divide- 
and-conquer strategies of the prison industrial 
complex or usher in the police state that Califor- 
nia is rapidly becoming. *

mentators (led most recently by David Broder) 

are denouncing the growth in citizen ballot ini- 
tiatives as a threat to traditional representative 
democracy. But in San Francisco, where the iron- 
fisted control of the Brown-Burton machine makes 
representative democracy almost impossible, the 
initiative process is doing what it was designed to do: 
it’s giving citizens a way to bypass a legislative body 
so corrupt and controlled by special interests that it 
can’t address the needs of the public. 

The Ralph Nader-affiliated Oaks Project has al- 
ready turned in signatures on a measure that would 
prevent city officials from taking big campaign 
contributions from city contractors. But there are 11 
more citizen initiatives currently on the streets of 
San Francisco. The deadline for turning in initiatives 
for the November 2000 ballot is July 10. 

Some of the current group are well intentioned 
but confusing or poorly written; some have serious 
problems. But seven clearly deserve to go on the bal- 
lot, and two are at least worth considering.

Good ideas 

The MUD initiative. Sponsored by the Coalition 
for Lower Utility Bills, this proposal would create a 
municipal utility district (MUD) in San Francisco 
and Brisbane. It’s a way to bring in cheaper, green- 
er electric power — and hundreds of millions in new 
revenue for the two cities. It should be at the top of 
the progressive agenda. Info: (415) 386-4934. 

Limits on condo conversions, This would put a per- 
manent cap of 200 on the number of apartments 
that can be converted to condos each year and 
would eliminate the loophole that allows hundreds 
of unregulated condo conversions called “tenancies 
in common.” The law would allow, and give pref- 
erence to, groups of tenants that want to buy their 
buildings. It’s sponsored by the San Francisco Ten- 
ants’ Union. Info: (415) 282-6622. 

Limits on bond pass-throughs to tenants. Cur- 
rently landlords are able to pass on 100 percent of 
the cost of capital improvements to tenants. This ini- 
tiative would require landlords to pay those costs. 
The sponsor, the Housing Rights Committee of 


San Francisco, has offered to withdraw the initiative 
if the supervisors pass a compromise measure that 
would limit pass-throughs and also limit the 
amount tenants must pay for bond acts. But there's 
no guarantee that will happen, so activists are con- 
tinuing to collect signatures. Info: (415) 398-0529. 

Living wage. This is essentially Sup. Tom Am- 
miano’s living-wage proposal that the Board of Su- 
pervisors failed to pass. It would require all city 
contractors to pay their workers at least $11 an 
hour. Info: (415) 243-8132. 

Saturday closure of JFK Drive. Sponsored by the 
San Francisco Bicycle Coalition, this measure would 
do what the city should have done years ago: close 
JEK Drive in Golden Gate Park to cars on Saturday 
(it’s already closed on Sunday). Info: (415) 431- 
2453. 

Public financing of campaigns. This measure 
would bring partial public financing to campaigns 
for local office and set new campaign spending 
limits. Info: (415) 443-1792. 

City retirement system reforms. Backed by city 
employee unions, this is an effort to reform the 
structure of the city’s health care program for mes 
workers. Info: (415) 681-5949. 


Possibly good ideas 

Elected Transportation Board. This would make the 
board that oversees Muni and transportation pol- 
icy an elected office. Members are now appointed by 
the mayor. 

Parking at city facilities. This would ban prefer- 
ential street parking for city officials and employees 
(but it ignores the horrible parking-pass problems 
at the airport). 

Other than the MUD initiative, we haven't for- 
mally endorsed any of these measures yet (we do 
that in the fall). But they all at least deserve a chance 
to appear on the November ballot. 

Many of the initiatives — MUD, living wage, 
the tenant measures, campaign finance reform 
are direct challenges to the Brown administration 
and represent, in these days of the imperial mayor, 
the best way for San Franciscans to move the pro- 
gressive reform agenda forward. 


Fund eviction defense 


your rent is a minor problem; in San Francisco, it’s 

a major catastrophe. With real estate agents 
shamelessly enticing landlords to empty their build- 
ings and sell for profit, late rent may be enough to 
land you and your loved ones out on the street. 

Thousands of people avoided that fate last year 
thanks to the Eviction Defense Collaborative, a 
nonprofit that offers emergency legal assistance 
and onetime loans. But if landlords get their way, the 
EDC will lose its funding. 

As Cassi Feldman reports on page 13, Mayor 
Willie Brown has already cut $400,000 from the 
group’s budget — money that was spent to make 
short-term loans to renters to prevent evictions. 
And some landlords have launched a campaign to 
abolish the organization altogether, flooding the 
Mayor’s Office and the Board of Supervisors with 
letters demanding that the city stop using taxpayers’ 
money to help tenants avoid eviction. 

On its Web site, Small Property Owners of San 
Francisco, a group involved in the letter-writing 
campaign, describes an “army of lawyers” that “pro- 
vides unlimited free advice and representation to 
tenants.” In reality, the Eviction Defense Collabo- 
rative consists of a handful of overworked, under- 


|: most cities, falling a week or two behind in 


paid lawyers struggling to meet an ever expanding 
need for basic legal help. 

And in reality, helping tenants avoid eviction is 
not only a progressive policy but also a fiscally 
sound way to spend public money. The city spends 
millions every year providing shelter and services for 
homeless people; doesn’t it make more sense to 
spend a small amount to keep them off the streets 
in the first place? 

The Eviction Defense Collaborative needs at least 
$525,000 to continue functioning at last year’s level. 
The People’s Budget requests a relatively modest ad- 
ditional. sum ($338,000) to pay for additional legal 
representation for low-income tenants. 

San Francisco landlords are reaping the windfall 
of one of the most lucrative property and housing 
markets in United States history. They get the im- 
mense tax benefits of Proposition 13. And they still 
call most of the shots at city hall. 

Landlords have no business whining about an or- 
ganization that seeks to level the playing field just a 
tiny little bit. 

The supervisors should reject the landlord assault 
and give the Eviction Defense Collaborative the 
money it needs to help preserve at least a bit of 
this city’s fragile and endangered diversity.

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Power hungry in Silicon Valley 


High-tech firms complain about electricity — but they’re creating the problem 


By A. Clay Thompson 

Oracle Corporation, the Silicon Valley 
software giant, hosted an unusual round- 
table meeting at its signature blue-glass 
headquarters June 9. Executives from a 
number of the world’s biggest high-tech 
corporations showed up. So did Assem- 
blymember Roderick Wright (D-Los An- 
geles) and state senator Debra Bowen 
(D-Redondo Beach). The cause for all 
this high-level, face-to-face communi- 
cation? No, it wasn’t a Microsoft verdict 
after-party. Silicon Valley’s tech corpora- 
tions are worried about electricity. 

The valley is starting to experience 
power blackouts, and electricity outages 
mean assembly-line shutdowns and lost 
revenue. 

The first blackout of the summer 
struck during the heat wave June 14, 
knocking out Apple Computer and a few 
smaller outfits. “These companies need 
reliable power, and yesterday they didn’t 
get it,” Michelle Montague-Bruno of the 


Silicon Valley Manufacturers Group, an _ 


industry lobby, told us June 15. 

At the summit and in the press, tech 
leaders complained about the inadequa- 
cies of the power grid. They complained 
that the Bay Area hasn't built any new 
electricity plants in years. But while the 
digerati were busy complaining, they 
failed to mention one thing: 

The computer industry sucks up an 
outrageous amount of juice. And al- 
though critics say the industry could cut 
demand significantly through improved 
conservation, in two major industry sec- 
tors the amount of energy used per fa- 
cility is increasing instead. 

While software makers like Oracle 
draw some power — just think about 
hundreds of geeks running their com- 
puters day and night — that’s a relative- 
ly minor drain on the state’s electricity 
supplies. The biggest energy users in the 
tech world are the memory-chip and 
computer-component manufacturers, 
companies like IBM, Hewlett-Packard, 
LSI Logic, and Advanced Micro Devices, 
all of whom turned out for the summit. 

Unfortunately, they weren't talking 
about conservation — and environ- 
mentalists say that’s a big problem. 

“We hope this is a wake-up call,” said 
Karl Rabago, managing director of the 
Rocky Mountain Institute, a Colorado- 
based think tank that has studied the 
issue. “The first thing they should do is

look at efficiency. We know there are ef- 
ficiency gains that can be made in man- 
ufacturing facilities.” 

The industry, Rabago argued, “needs 
to take ownership of the energy issue. A 
lot of these guys act like their energy 
consumption just doesn’t matter. That's 
dumb.” 


Move over, Detroit 

Tech manufacturers — companies craft- 
ing circuit boards, memory chips, disk 
drives, computers, and computer termi- 
nals — burn through nearly 16 million 
kilowatt-hours’ worth of electricity an- 
nually, according to the latest figures 
from the U.S. Department of Commerce. 
Unless you're an engineer or an econo- 
mist, that figure probably means nothing 
to you, so let’s give it some context: It 
takes 9.2 million kilowatt-hours of elec- 
tricity to put together all the light trucks, 
SUVs, vans, and cars that roll off the as- 
sembly line in the United States every 
year. The nation’s lumber mills use a total 
of 7.2 million kilowatt-hours annually. It 
takes 5.2 million kilowatt-hours to 
process all the chickens and turkeys eaten 


in America every year. 

«= The biggest power hogs in the tech 
world are companies that make com- 
puter memory chips, or semiconductors 
— the brains of every computer. Those 
companies suck up 11.3 million kilo- 
watt-hours annually, Department of 
Commerce figures show. Builders of cir- 
cuit boards — the fiberglass-and-copper 
nervous system of each digital device — 
are the second-biggest energy users. 

Industry leaders insist they're trying to 
control their demand for power. “We're 
doing everything we can to conserve elec- 
tricity,” said John Greenagle of Advanced 
Micro Devices, a Santa Clara—based chip 
maker. “Yesterday we had half the lights 
in the building turned down.” 

But in fact, chip companies like Ad- 
vanced Micro Devices are blazing 
through more and more power per plant 
every year. According to commerce data, 
the amount of electricity used by the av- 
erage semiconductor factory surged up- 
ward by about 20 percent between 1992 
and 1997. Energy usage for the average 
circuit-board plant went up by 6 per- 
cent during the same time period. 


Industry spokespeople say manufac- 
turers are simply cranking out more 
product — which takes more electricity. 
“Total energy consumption has gone up,” 
Greenagle told us, “but energy con- 
sumption per chip has gone down.” 

But more than 50 percent of the power 
used by the semiconductor industry goes 
to waste, according to a Feb. 2000 report 
by the Seattle-based Pacific Northwest 
Pollution Prevention Resource Center. 
The report lays out a half-dozen juice- 
saving techniques and says that chip com- 
panies should implement them when 
they retrofit old factories — a frequent 
activity in the ever-changing digital work- 
place — or when they build new plants. 
Tech companies “need to look at getting 
more work out of existing energy,’ argues 
Jim DePeso, communications director 
for the center. 


Liquid needs 

Memory chips are made by etching circuit 
patterns onto eight-inch-wide hunks of 
silicon known as wafers. Each wafer will

Mayor, landlords try to kill eviction-defense funding

When Tom Cook took a leave from 
work to nurse his wife through cancer, 
he knew he’d have trouble paying rent 
on their studio apartment in the Ten- 
derloin. He tried to negotiate with his 
landlord, explaining that the leave was 
only temporary and his wife was very 
ill. But the landlord wasn’t about to let 
them live rent-free. 

“He was sympathetic, but money 
is money,” Cook said. In early May 
the couple received a three-day evic- 
tion notice. 


Cook, who works in a methadone 
clinic, sought help at La Raza Infor- 
mation and Translation Center and 
was quickly referred to the Eviction 
Defense Collaborative, a nonprofit 
started by 12 other agencies that spe- 
cializes in emergency legal services 
for tenants. The EDC’s ability to re- 
view a case and act quickly is critical 
— tenants only have five days to re- 
spond to an eviction lawsuit before 
they lose their rights. : 

Lawyer Carol Bettencourt sat down 
with Cook and helped him file the 


court papers necessary to buy a little 
more time. Then she explained the 
EDC’s Rental Assistance Dispersement 
Component (RADCO), which offers 
loans to previously stable tenants who 
need help. Cook qualified for $1,500, 
which he is encouraged to pay back 
when, and if, he can. “If I didn’t get 
that money, I'd be out on the street. 
There’s no question,” he said. 

Lisa (not her real name), a 28-year- 
old single mother who has lived in 
Bernal Heights for five years, fell be- 
hind in rent while switching jobs last 
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month. A RADCO loan kept her from 
losing her home. She told us she con- 
siders the money “a gift from God.” 
Future tenants who need short- 
term help may not be so lucky. 
Despite an ever expanding need 
(the San Francisco Superior Court 
recorded roughly 4,145 eviction law- 
suits in 1999, the majority of which 
were for nonpayment of rent; the EDC 
sees approximately 60 new clients each 
week), Mayor Brown sliced the 
$400,000 RADCO fund from this

Giant rent hike dooms space for 1,200 dancers

Dancers’ Group Studio Theater, which 
provides performance and rehearsal 
space for some 1,200 dancers and stu- 
dents each month, is the latest arts or- 
ganization to fall victim to the wave of 
relentless gentrification that’s threat- 
ening the city’s cultural future. 

The studio, on 22nd and Mission 
Streets, was informed June 6 that its 
rent would increase from $3,000 a 
month to $15,000 — an amount that 
the organization can’t possibly pay. 

Dancers’ Group, along with its sub- 
leaser, the Joe Goode Performance 
Group, faces its eviction on Aug. 15. 
The two organizations join. Brady 
Street Dance Centre, which was evict- 
ed last year — and next year it’s likely 
that Alonzo King’s Lines Contempo- 
rary Ballet school, which is currently 
located at 50 Oak Street, will be evict- 
ed too. 

And they aren’t the only ones. Fully 
50 percent of the city’s arts and 
human-services nonprofits are ex- 
pected to lose their leases by the end of 
2000, according to a legislative analyst 
report commissioned by Sup. Gavin 
Newsom and released at a May 15 
Board of Supervisors hearing. 

Wayne Hazzard, who runs Dancers’ 
Group, told us he couldn’t afford the 
higher rent. 

“We told [mew owners Evan 
Sagerman and Marci Riseman of 
Pomegranate Design and Develop- 
ment] that we could not absorb more 
than a one hundred and fifty percent 
increase,” Hazzard told the Bay Guard- 
ian. “We earn our money from dancers 
who can barely afford what we charge 
now. If we charged fifty percent more 
on our prices, people said they would 
look elsewhere. We simply could not 
generate enough income.” 

In addition to the rent increase, the 
new owners wanted the tenants to pay 
for a legally required upgrade of the 
building’s interior. 

“They want to charge us a portion of 
property taxes, insurance, general 
maintenance of general space, things 
we've never paid for in the past,’ Haz- 
zard said. “They suggested we write a 
grant for those expenses, but we use 
grants to pay for artists. We would have 
less money to pay for teachers, re- 
hearsal space. Our priority is giving 
back to the artist.” 

Hazzard noted that during the ne-

gotiation process, Sagerman and 
Riseman asked him to sign a confi- 
dentiality agreement. Hazzard refused. 
“They didn’t want us going to the 
media,” he said. “But I said, ‘If you're al- 
ready worried about confidentiality, 
aren't you worried that you're doing 
something you know isn’t right?’” 

Riseman told us that she and 
Sagerman attempted to reach an ami- 
cable agreement with Hazzard. “We 
asked them to write up a proposal and 
they never did, and they also refused to 
sign estoppel, which is a statement of 
tenancy. They refused to sign a confi- 
dentiality agreement, which we had 
suggested because we didn’t want them 
to negotiate this in the press and ma- 
nipulate us, and we didn’t want future 
tenants to know we were giving them 
good rates.” (See Letters to the Editor, 
page 7.) ¢ 

According to Hazzard, several relo- 
cation possibilities are in the works. 

Other leaders of the dance commu- 
nity are outraged by the increase of 
arts evictions. “This is an enormous 
moral question for the entire city,” said 
Krissy Keefer, artistic director of Dance 
Mission Theater and dance company 


_the Dance Brigade. Keefer was also the 


artistic director of the now-shuttered 
Brady Street Dance Centre. “Part of 
the city’s health is built on this-arts 
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community; we have one of the largest 
grassroots artists communities in the 
world. It’s what gives San Francisco its 
uniqueness, and without space we sim- 
ply cannot stay here.” 

Sup. Mark Leno agreed. “It’s reached 
epidemic proportions,” he told us. 

Leno and Newsom are pushing for 
legislation that would encourage prop- 
erty owners to rent to nonprofits by as- 
suring exemption on property taxes. 
The proposed legislation is modeled 
after recent New York City develop- 
ments. 

In August the city and the Hewlitt 
Foundation will co-release a study on 
the state of arts nonprofits. “We are 
trying to figure out how to stabilize 
this situation immediately,” said Rich 
Newirth, director of cultural affairs of 
the San Francisco Arts Commission. 
“We have two years for Alonzo King at 
fifty Oak Street, but we can’t wait two 
years to find a solution. We're trying to 
deal with the immediate crisis, trying 
to buy time, trying to figure out how to 
address it for all of the organizations in 
the city. 

“Tt’s a really unfortunate blow to lose 
Brady Street, Alonzo King, and 
Dancers’ Group. These are three spaces 
that dance companies use for rehearsal. 
It’s critical that we act quickly, or we're 
going to lose our dance community.” **

year’s city budget. 

Candace Bender, spokesperson for 
Mayor Brown, declined to comment 
on the specific cut. “There will be 
ample opportunities for members of 
the public as well as board members 
to discuss and analyze the budget be- 
fore it is adopted on July first. The 
mayor stands by his budget.” 

At a June 15 hearing, Department 


of Human Services commissioners « 


agreed to preserve funding for the 
EDC itself, a bare-bones operation 
with only two full-time staffers that 
runs on a meager $125,000 a year. But 
if landlords have their way, that fund- 
ing will be cut too. 

Using public records requests, the 
Bay Guardian obtained more than 40 
letters and e-mails from landlords to 
the mayor and members of the Board 
of Supervisors asking that they with- 
draw funding for the EDC. Here’s a 
sample: 


The deck in this city is so stacked 
against small-property owners that 
they rarely do evictions at all and 
usually only out of desperation. 
This is an outrageous use of city funds 
to sponsor such activities against 
owners.

Riva Enteen of the National 
Lawyers Guild is surprised that the 
landlords would openly oppose such 
a basic protection. “To make that 
statement public, what they’re really 
saying is that they want to be able to 
evict people, and they don’t deserve 
representation.” 

While no one knows for sure what 
will happen when the budget goes to 
the Board of Supervisors’ Finance and 
Labor Committee later this month, 
the supervisors seem to support at 
least some EDC functions. Board of 
Supervisors president Tom Ammiano 
has agreed to back both the EDC and 
RADCO. “Given the city’s slow re- 
sponse to the housing crisis, this is 
the least we can do,” he said. 

EDC director Miguel Wooding isn’t 
taking any chances. He urges voters to 
contact the supervisors and demand 
that they add at least $400,000 for the 
rent-payment fund, and, as the Peo- 
ple’s Budget suggests, another 
$338,000 for tenant representation in 
court. “If you want a justice system 
that actually gets to justice, you need 
to have some reasonable mechanism 
for leveling the playing field and giv- 
ing both sides access to the legal sys- 
tem,” he said. “Without that you don’t

eventually be cut into hundreds of chips 
—an eight-incher, for.example, can hold 
200 Pentium Ils. Potent solvents and acids 
are used to chemically cut transistors into 
the chunks of solidified sand. 

Thousands of gallons of chilled, ul- 
trapure water go into rinsing off the 
chemicals, Keeping that water cold is a 
major electricity drain. Much of the work 
is done in supersterile rooms to prevent 
even microscopic contaminants from 
tainting the chips, To get a room that 
clean, you've got to constantly circulate 
the air in it through heavy filters — call 
it air-conditioning on steroids — an- 
other very energy-intensive process. 

The industry’s voracious appetite for 
water is an enviro problem in itself; wash- 
ing a single eight-inch silicon slab de- 
mands some 2,000 gallons of water, ac- 
cording to a 1999 report by the Pacific 
Northwest Pollution Prevention Resource 
Center. 

“We live in a land of draughts. The 
next time we have one, there’s going to be 
a lot of hand-wringing,” said Ted Smith 
of the Silicon Valley Toxics Coalition, a 
group pushing techies to adopt more 
eco-friendly practices. The business’s 
thirst, he says, “means we're going to get 
into more and more water wars.’ Greens 
are worried about the growing global 
scarcity of fresh water. 

The creation of circuit boards de- 
mands smaller but still sizable quanti- 
ties of water as well. On average, 51.2 
gallons of water go into making one 
square foot of circuit board, according to 
a 1997 report by the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency’s Design for the Envi- 
ronment program. 

In Silicon Valley the industry’s liquid 
needs translate into millions of gallons 
daily. Judging by San Jose sewage plant 
records, 44 of the area’s top 57 water 
users are electronics firms. Combined, 
the big-time tech plants guzzled more 
than 8.5 million gallons a day in 1998 
(the most recent year for which records 
are available), Last year tech companies in 
the city of Santa Clara— home to behe- 
moths like Applied Materials, Advanced 
Micro Devices, and Intel — sucked up 
about 20 percent of the town’s water. 

Some experts say the industry is im- 
proving its practices. The tech firms “are 
practicing much more up-to-date tech- 
niques and doing a lot more [water] re- 
cycling,” said Dennis Ma, assistant direc- 
tor of Santa Clara’s Water and Sewer Util- 
ity. “Some are very aggressive in using 
the leading-edge technologies. They are 
aware that it not only costs them to buy 
the water, it costs them more to discharge 
it to the sewer. By and large, most high- 
tech companies try pretty hard to look at 
internal consumption and processes.” 

But Smith thinks the corporations can 
do more: “We've been trying for the last 
several years to work with the companies. 
The technology exists for them to close 
the loop [and rely almost exclusively on 
recycled water].” 

With labor and land costs high in the 
valley, electronics manufacturers are in- 
creasingly moving their operations to 
regions where the hourly wage is low 


and land is cheap. Unfortunately for the 


- environment, many of those low- 


ots are in relatively rainfall- 
free areas such as Austin, Texas, Albu- 
querque, N.M., and the Arizona low- 
lands. In those arid states, intense water 
consumption by the techies is further 
depleting already waning groundwater 
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supplies. i : 
“The entire Southwest is a desert,” 
Smith notes. “There simply is no extra 
water there.” z

Pharmacy follies 


The fiscal foolishness of privatizing S.F. General’s pharmacy.

ne of the hottest issues in the San 

Francisco Department of Public 

Health’s ongoing budget crisis is 

director Mitch Katz’s plan to pri- 

vatize San Francisco General 
Hospital’s outpatient pharmacy. Katz 
argues that his plan will improve service 
for patients while saving the cash- 
strapped department $1.7 million a 
year. Critics say DPH will be throwing 
away a service that actually makes 
money — and endangering patients in 
the process. 

The picture is not quite as black and 
white as either side in the increasingly 
acrimonious debate has claimed. But 
conversations with S.F. General staffers 
and an analysis of hospital revenue and 
expense figures reported to the Cali- 
fornia Office of Statewide Health Plan- 
ning and Development suggest that, at 
the very least, there are serious questions 
about the economic and social impacts 
of the privatization plan. 

In fact, some evidence suggests that 
the pharmacy is currently profitable — 
and that it’s unlikely a private company, 
seeking to make a profit off the opera- 
tion, would be able to provide the same 
quality of service. 

The pharmacy has been at the center 
of budget battles since last spring, when 
the department closed the satellite phar- 
macy in one of S.F. General’s outpa- 


tient clinic buildings. The closure forced 
sick patients to endure long waits under 
stressful conditions in the main phar- 
macy. Though the conditions have im- 
proved somewhat, all sides seem to 
agree that waits are still too long and 
that pharmacy service remains sub- 
standard. 

Katz’s solution is to shut down the 
outpatient pharmacy entirely and re- 
place it with a contracted-out system 
similar to what the city AIDS Drug As- 
sistance Program has used for nearly 
seven years. Rather than dispensing 
drugs through a central location, ADAP, 
which provides free or low-cost medi- 
cines to HIV/AIDS patients without in- 
surance, allows clients to use virtually 
any pharmacy they choose. The pro- 
gram is administered by an outside pri- 
vate contractor. 

Under this scenario, Katz told the 
Board of Supervisors’ Finance and 
Labor Committee May 31, “We will 
maintain all the same benefits that we 
currently have.... And people for the 
first time will have access to pharmacies 
near their home. They will have-access 
to 24-hour pharmacies, which our phar- 
macy has never been, and in some cases 
they will be able to get home delivery.” 

Katz cites the success of ADAP when- 
ever he discusses his plan to privatize 
S.F. General’s pharmacy. While he tends 


to gloss over that program’s rocky start 
— local AIDS activists say they had to 
hound officials to solve a succession of 
problems — almost everyone agrees 
the program runs well now. 

“Tt works for me,” said Mike Don- 
nelly, an ADAP client for the last year 
and a member of Survive AIDS (for- 
merly ACT UP-Golden Gate). “I think 
it’s smart for people to be able to go to 
their local pharmacy.” 


Not so easy 
Skeptics point out that privatizing the 
entire outpatient pharmacy is a much 
larger and more complicated task than 
running ADAP. 

For one thing, ADAP has a limited 
inventory, consisting of drugs com- 
monly used to treat HIV and AIDS— 
associated conditions. And ADAP’s 
numbers are much smaller. According 
to Michael Montgomery, chief of the 
HIV Care Branch of the state Office of 
AIDS, ADAP dispensed 22,187 pre- 
scriptions to 2,674 San Franciscans dur- 
ing the first three months of this year — 
about 244 prescriptions a day. S.F. Gen- 
eral’s outpatient pharmacy has been 
filling between 1,100 and 1,300 a day in 
recent months and was filling roughly 
double that number before the closure 
of the satellite pharmacy. 

The contractor who has run ADAP in 


San Francisco for seven years and 
statewide for three years told us he op- 
poses closing the pharmacy. Sylvester 
Flowers, CEO of Professional Manage- 
ment Development Corp., called his 
company’s ADAP work “a model,” but 
added, “I personally don’t believe it’s a 
good idea to close the pharmacy at Gen- 
eral.” He noted that 177 ADAP clients 
continue to use the S.F. General phar- 
macy because they simply feel more 
comfortable there. “It’s part of the in- 
stitution where they get their care.” 

Dr. Joe Roll, a physician who works 
with S.F. General’s Emergency Depart- 
ment Case Management Program, 
agrees. Roll works with patients who 
repeatedly use the emergency room; he 
tries to get them into regular, preventa- 
tive care so they don’t keep returning to 
the E.R. He says having a pharmacy on- 
site is essential to his work. “I follow a 
lot of patients who have cognitive im- 
pairment or language problems or var- 
ious other problems,” he told us. “They 
need help getting treatment, getting 
their medication, getting to their ap- 
pointments. If there are any barriers in 
terms of having to go to a different lo- 
cation for their medication or facing a 
[pharmacy] worker who won't help 
them with their Medi-Cal eligibility, 
they’re not going to get their medicine” 

This is a troubled, difficult group of 
patients, and without that personal at- 
tention “these people will end up in the 
emergency room,” Roll said. “I know 
that will happen.” 


The money issue 

The other key question is whether Katz’s 
plan will really save money. Flowers 
says bluntly, “I don’t think it would save 
them the dollars they're looking to sal- 
vage.” 

The Emergency Coalition to Save 
Public Health has been touting figures 
from S.F. General’s annual reports to 
the Office of Statewide Health Plan- 
ning and Development that it says show 
the pharmacy in fact makes money for 
DPH. When Sup. Tom Ammiano asked 
Katz about the OSHPD figures at the 
May 31 hearing, Katz said the coalition 
misunderstood them, mistakenly be- 
lieving that the column labeled “rev- 
enue” referred to actual revenues re- 
ceived. 

“What we do for OSHPD is submit a 
charge” that may have nothing to do 
with what DPH actually receives from 
Medi-Cal or other payers, Katz ex- 
plained. “The charges don’t represent 
the revenue; they only represent a the- 
oretical charge.” 

According to OSHPD audit super- 
visor Kenny Kwong, Katz was right as 
far as he went: figures listed as revenue 
do represent the amounts billed, not 
those actually received. But other 
columns in the report show shortfalls in 
insurer payments as well as direct ex- 
penses like drug costs and general over- 
head. The column labeled “profit/loss 
per unit,” he said, does represent the 
actual bottom line once all those factors 
are considered. 

For 1997-98, the last year for which 
complete figures are available, OSHPD 
shows the S.F. General pharmacy turn- 


ing a profit of just over $5.69 million. 
That’s a somewhat misleading figure, 
though, because OSHPD doesn’t break 
down expenses between the inpatient 
and outpatient pharmacy operations. 
Determining how much of that profit 
was generated by the outpatient phar- 
macy is “not really [possible] with the 
level of detail we have,” Kwong said. 

Linda Remy, a UC San Francisco 
health policy analyst who has advised 
the coalition, said her extrapolations 
from OSHPD’s 1998-99 figures (which 
don’t yet include all of the cost adjust- 
ments) suggest that the pharmacy con- 
tinued to turn a profit last year and that 
the outpatient operation generated part 
of that profit. But she acknowledged 
that her figures are estimates. 

Still, Katz has yet to produce de- 
tailed figures showing precisely how 
the outpatient pharmacy loses money 
or how his plan, which would replace 
a nonprofit public entity with two lay- 
ers of profit-making providers (the 
contractor running the program and 
the private pharmacies filling pre- 
scriptions), would save money. When 
we asked him about this on May 31 
he answered, “How can a pharmacy 
which serves poor people who don't 
have insurance make money?” and 
noted, “We're using a profit-making 
entity now, the registry.” 

Indeed, DPH has consistently had to 
bring in outside registry pharmacists 
and pharmacy technicians (the med- 
ical-industry equivalent of temp work- 
ers) to fill gaps in its staff. But everyone 
but Katz seems to agree that DPH has 
had to use registry people because it 
doesn’t pay its staff pharmacists enough. 
Though Katz insisted that “the phar- 
macy salaries are competitive with those 
in the private sector,’ Flowers flatly con- : 
tradicted him, as did two S.F. General 
pharmacists we spoke to. 

“The retail world pays about five dol- 
lars per hour more,” said Jeff Wong, 
who works part time at both S.F. Gen- 
eral and Walgreens. 

Sup. Leland Yee, chair of the Finance 
and Labor Committee, told us he ex- 
pects Katz to provide a detailed expla- 
nation of how a private entity that needs 
to make a profit could cost less than a 
public entity that is not geared to make 
a profit. “What kind of decrease in ser- 
vices will occur?,” he asked. “And what 
kind of impediments will there be to 
people receiving service? 

“Tt’s not a done deal. The Health De- 
partment must delineate a lot of this.” 

Meanwhile, the coalition’s lawsuit 
against DPH over inhumane pharmacy 
conditions will have its first hearing 
June 22. Golden Gate Law School Dean 
Peter G. Keane will present the coali- 
tion’s case and ask for a preliminary in- 
junction requiring DPH to take imme- 
diate steps to end long waits for pre- 
scriptions. “

‘Mexico Bronco’ 


Will Mexico’s most tightly contested presidential election in history 
end with riots in the streets? By John Ross 


ExICO Ciry — In the television 

footage, the acrid billows of tear 

gas seem to only excite the fu- 

rious mob that’s rampaging 

through the downtown streets, 
torching cars, tossing firebombs at pub- 
lic buildings, ripping down posters of 
the candidates, and cursing the electoral 
fraud just perpetrated by the party in 
power. The frames could have been shot 
in Peru after Fujimori’s latest electoral 
flimflam or in Haiti, Venezuela, Paraguay, 
or Ecuador, all Latin nations immersed 
in electoral turmoil. 

Or in Mexico, July 3, the morning 
after the tightest presidential election in 
Mexican history. 

Lalo Miranda’s unisex barbershop in 
an old-quarter Mexico City public mar- 
ket is a perpetual portal for political 
chisme (gossip). Clients perch on stools 
and milk crates to dis their unfavorite 
candidates: “La Vestida” (literally, the 
transvestite), a.k.a. Francisco Labastida, 
standard-bearer for the long-ruling (71 
years) Institutional Revolutionary Party 
(PRI); “El Fascista” (the fascist), i.e., Vi- 
cente Fox, the flamboyant hopeful for 
the right-wing National Action Party 
(PAN); and “Cuauhtemochas,” a hand 
puppet used by a PRI-oriented television 
network to mock Cuauhtémoc Carde- 
nas, candidate of the leftist Party of the 
Democratic Revolution (PRD) who is 
making his third bid for the presidency. 

“SNi uno vale madre!” (“Not one of 
them is worth anything!” would be a 
family-newspaper translation) snorts 
Don Lalo’s middle son, a national uni- 
versity student who has been on strike 
for more than a year and now sells sun- 
glasses in the street. His father, who op- 
poses the PRI as much as he favors Car- 
denas, sees street violence up ahead. “If 
the PRI steals the show July second,” he 
says, “it’s ‘Mexico Bronco’ in the streets 
July third.” 

“Mexico Bronco” (Wild Mexico) usu- 
ally refers to those moments in nation- 
al history when brute force has tri- 
umphed over reason. 

With the PRI vehemently opposed to 
constitutional changes that would pro- 
vide for a second round of elections be- 
tween the two top vote getters, a situation 
that would surely lead to its first defeat 
ever inthe presidential races, which date 

back to its founding, in 1929, opposition 
candidates victimized by ruling-party 
advantage have few more effective re- 
courses than to hit the streets. 

This second-election issue led to ri- 

_oting after the 1929, 1940, 1952, and 
1988 presidential elections and after 
many state elections in the 1980s and 
early 90s — and if July 2 results are not 
deemed credible, 2000 will be no ex- 
ception. 

Less than 30 days before the first bal- 
lot is cast, all signs point to a tooth-rat- 
tlingly close finish, fraught with the pos- 


sibility of official-party fraud. According 
to a consensus of the more legitimate 
pollsters, the PRI’s Labastida and the 
PAN’s Fox appear to be in a dead heat, 
with 40 percent each of intended voter 
preferences, while Cardenas trails badly 
(18 percent) and three tiny parties battle 
for less than 2 percent of the upcoming 
vote. 


‘Pueblo puto!’ 

Nonetheless, the PRI’s control of the 
Mexican state apparatus, and the massive 
buying of votes through government so- 
cial programs, is expected to give Labasti- 
da the nod bya nose on election day —

and therein lies the rub. Any PRI 
victory by three points or less is 
going to be hotly contested by the 
PAN and probably the PRD as the 
product of PRI voter fraud. Indeed, 
the PANista Fox says he will not be 
convinced by anything less than a 
10-point PRI margin. 

The PRI is the longest-running 
political dynasty on planet Earth, 
largely because of a sophisticated 
patronage system that conditions 
assistance to Mexico's 70 million 
poor (26 million of them living in 
extreme poverty) on how they vote 
in state and federal elections. “Of 
course we use these programs to 
win elections,” Labastida trou- 
bleshooter Manuel Bartlett said, 
snorting, to Milenio magazine last 
week. 

In 1988 Bartlett stage-managed a fa- 
mous election-night computer crash 
that stole the presidential election from 
Cardenas and ensured victory for the 
PRI’s now-reviled Carlos Salinas. 

Out in the misery belt of Chalco, east 
of the capital, voters complained to this 
reporter on election day six years ago 
that they could neither enroll their chil- 
dren in school nor bury their dead in the 
municipal graveyard if they could not 
prove to the PRI leader in their neigh- 
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borhood that they had voted for the rul- 
ing party. 

Examples of massive vote buying in 
anticipation of the July 2 election 
abound. Progresa poverty-program 
checks for 700 pesos ($73) and agricul- 
tural subsidies known as Procampo are 
made payable on presentation of one’s 
voting card. Labastida literature is passed 
out to promote these programs in states 
like Chiapas, where opposition guber- 
natorial candidate Pablo Salazar charges 
that $27 million in Progresa moneys 
have been diverted to PRI campaigns. 

A recent study by Alianza Civica, Mex- 
ico’s most diligent voter watchdog group,

documents home visits by PRI officials in 
many states, during which they warned 
recipients that the programs will be can- 
celed if they do not vote for the official 
party. In Indian zones in Mexico State 
and the Huasteca Mountains of Hidalgo, 
sacks of cement are distributed to would- 
be PRI voters, apparently at government 
expense. 

In April and May, according to tabs 
kept by the daily Reforma, President 
Ernesto Zedillo tooted the PRI’s horn 
by handing out an average of $300,000 


an hour in public works during swings 
through 20 states. 

When Zedillo “won” the presidency in 
1994, the buying of votes so disgusted 
one Mexico City denizen that he or she 
spray painted a large message on a neigh- 
borhood wall: “Pueblo puto!” (The peo- 
ple are whores!) 


To the barricades 


- Inan attempt to temper such bribery, the 


Federal Electoral Institute, which is over- 
seeing the election, concocted a series 
of television spots reminding citizens 
that vote buying is a crime — but the na- 
tion’s two-network television monop- 
oly simply refused to run them. A sub- 
stitute campaign mounted by the PRI-af- 
filiated National Chamber of Publicity is 
framed in the Institutional Party’s red, 
green, and white colors — which are the 
same as the Mexican flag. 

Although Fox, a boastful man whose 
mouth seems permanently disconnect- 
ed from his brain, trumpets the im- 


pending PAN victory (“We have 
already won” is his slogan), 
PANistas are apt to wake up with 
the bitter taste of defeat on their 
tongues the morning after July 2. 

It’s not clear whether the right- 
wingers would go into the street to 
try to nullify a narrow PRI victory 
— the middle-class, Catholic PAN 
style runs more to motorcades 
than to marching. But the expec- 
tations of voters intoxicated by 
Fox’s triumphalism could very well 
generate enough political pressure 
down below to force PAN to call 
for public protest. Fox himself led 
marches in his native Guanajuato 
when the PRI stole the 1991 gov- 
ernor’s election from him. 

The PRD, according to sources 
inside its hierarchy who demand 
anonymity, will not protest a Fox de- 
feat, but if PRI fraud is judged to be the 
cause, the group will join its right-wing 
rivals July 3 in a virtual coalition in the 
streets. Ironically, the PRD and the PAN 
rejected a coalition candidacy last year 
that would have given the opposition 
sure victory in the presidenciales. 

PRD and PAN participants in post- 
electoral protest could be joined by .a_ 
less-welcome partner. Four of Mexico’s ~ 
five out-of-the-closet armed guerrilla 


groups have threatened to wreak havoc 
if the “will of the people” is not re- 
spected July 2. 

Both the Popular Revolutionary Army, 
in its first communiqué in nearly two 
years, and a splinter group, the Revolu- 
tionary Army of the Insurgent People, 
have warned against electoral fraud, as 
has the Popular Revolutionary Villista 
Army (in an e-mail correspondence) and 
the Armed Forces of the Revolutionary 
People, members of which actually made 
an appearance in an outlying Mexico City 
neighborhood to wave their weapons and 
warn of war if the PRI wins again in July. 

The fifth group, the Zapatista Army 
of National Liberation (EZLN), now in its 
seventh year of insurrection in Chiapas, 
opposes elections and has sometimes 
burned ballot boxes to demonstrate its 
antipathy. With a month to go until July 
2, the EZLN remains silent about its in- 
tentions on election day 2000. 

Should violence break out in the wake 
of July 2, the Mexican government is 
armed to the teeth with enough antiriot 
equipment to quell serious disturbances. 
In preparation for the possibility of post- 
electoral protests in 1994, then-president 
Salinas purchased hundreds of antiriot 
vehicles from U.S. and European ven- 
dors. Since then, the military, in response 
to guerrilla uprisings throughout south- 
ern Mexico, has bought so many light 
tanks and Hummer armored vehicles that 
the Hummer corporation has set up a 
plant in Mexico. The national army was 
used by Salinas to quash PRD protests 
after PRI fraud in local Michoacan and 
Guerrero elections from 1988 through 
1991. 

Protracted postelectoral struggle is not 
going to be good for business. “July third 
could be a very dicey day for the Mexican 
stock market,” syndicated economist En- 
rique Quintana opines. If past upheaval is 
any measure, foreign investors, alarmed 
by the prospect of Mexico Bronco, could 
bail out in droves and take the peso down 
with them. (The peso is always subject to 
devaluation pressures in the postelectoral 
period. Even without significant street 
protest in 1994, Zedillo was forced to de- 
value it, sending Mexico into the worst 
economic slide since the 1932 depres- 
sion.) 

Moreover, Mexico's vaunted free-trade 
pact with the European Union, which 
kicks in July 1, makes free and fair elec- 
tions a condition of the treaty. Anything 
less could undermine the deal Zedillo 
has been touting as one of the supreme 
accomplishments of his regime. 

One alternative scenario for July 3 must 
be considered: a PRI defeat. Should the 
opposition somehow overcome the ob- 
stacles the ruling party has erected to pre- 
vent its defeat, the anger of a PRI that 
stands to be stripped of the political and 
social privileges it has enjoyed for much 
of the past century may be uncontainable. 
Faced with ruling-party riot, the army 
could be called out to defend an opposi- 
tion victory — if only to check the spi- 
raling economic instability. +

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y very first San Francisco 
queer club was the infamous 
and sadly missed Junk. The 
gay boy who brought me had 
promised there'd be lots of 
girls, and there were, but I was not at 
all prepared for the kind of girls I 
found crammed into that humid Mis- 
sion bar — the notorious San Francis- 
co Dykes, a bunch of scruffy tough 
girls with sloppy drunk grins, slam- 
ming around to the punk rock the 
pierced-up, Mohawked DJs were hurl- 
ing down at us from their lofty DJ 
perch. 


The bartender, in head-to-toe skin- 
tight leatherdyke gear, was up on the 
bar beating the shit out of a blowup 
doll wearing a black-and-white mask 
of Mayor Jordan. Once the plastic effi- 
gy was deflated, she was joined by a 
curly-haired trannygirl in a flouncy 
rubber skirt who proceeded to narrate 
a video exposing the hated mayor’s 
homeless policy. Everyone who wasn’t 
spazzing out to X-Ray Specs on the 
dance floor was clustered around the 
bar, shouting at the flickering video of 
cops wrenching blankets from people 
living on the street. It was a dance 
party and a riot, a fashion show and a 
sex club. 

An tiberfemme with a dress full of 
cleavage pranced up and asked if I'd 
like to be flogged for a dollar. It was 
too much. I tugged at my fag 
boyfriend/security blanket, but he was 
busy cruising a fashionably geeky art 
boy with riot grrrl barrettes in his hair. 
The dollar was to benefit something, 
like most of the dollars spent in this 
nighttime world of righteous and ri- 
otous queers. I didn’t join the line of 
charitable ladies waiting to get 
whipped on the stage, but I did get a 
kiss from a stranger I was fortunate 
enough to be shoved into on the dance 
floor, and I left the bar that night 
drunk and happily bruised, sweaty and 
breathless and beyond excited. I hadn't 
dared imagine there could be a city

populated with girls like me — poor, 
weird, passionate, political, angry and 
gleeful and packaged in wonderful cos- 
tumes. 

I thought that I had moved into the 
best dyke neighborhood in the whole 
world when I moved to the Mission. 
Girls like me moved here to live and to 
work in cheap Victorians and drafty 
warehouses that we could transform 
into performance spaces, to fuck each 
other in those rightfully dirty SoMa al- 
leys, loud with noise spilling from 
queer clubs and leather bars. With the 
way the Mission is changing, and the

I figured I should start my Official 
Lesbian Day by going to yoga. It seems 
to bea seriously lesbian activity. Even 
the hardest-drinking dykes I know 
seem to get something out of rising at 
the butt crack of dawn and contorting 
themselves before coffee. I’ve never in- 
dulged in the sport myself. 

I rummaged through my filthy 
room for something suitable to get 
spiritual in and drifted in my coffeeless 
haze out onto the street, anxious to 
meet some healthy lesbians. I missed 
the first bus. No big whoop. I hun- 
kered down in the bus shelter with my

way those changes are affecting the 
working-class dyke reality, it’s hard to 
know if the love I have for this scene 
that has nurtured so many girls is nos- 
talgic or if our neighborhood is still 
there, pushing through the slag heap of 
capitalism like pansies in a landfill. 

So I decided to have a totally dykey 
day and check it all out — wake up in 
the 14th Street flat I still get to live in 
thanks to a very humane landlord, 
walk out into the lezzie landscape, and 
see what's going on. I should tell you 
straight up that I already know that a 
fuck of a lot is going on. Despite all the 
culture machines we've lost to New 
York and Los Angeles, a bunch of us” 
remain, through luck and hard work, 
to keep San Francisco a fabulous place 
for an outcast to call home. 


battered copy of the lesbian classic La 
Batarde and proceeded to miss the sec- 
ond bus as well. I decided to hell with 
any activity that requires you to ab- 
stain from food and coffee, even a fa- 
mously lesbian one. But I still wanted 
to meet some wholesome girls, so I 
trotted down to Rainbow Grocery. 
Every time you dash into the place for 
some sorbet, you have to run the 
gauntlet of butchy girls with box cut- 
ters hanging off their belts smoking 
cigarettes out on the sidewalk. 

The Dyke March announcement 
boldly spray-painted on the street out- 
side the store confirmed I'd come to 
the right place, and straight off I spied 
a strapping young lass, bald-headed 
and bedazzled with steel and ink, 
stocking vitamins. San Francisco really 


is one of the few places dykes can par- 
ticipate in the heterosexual tradition of 
supermarket cruising. Joanne, my first 
dyke of the day, admitted to being the 
sole dyke working in the vitamin de- 
partment, but verified that produce 
and stocking were seething with les- 
bian activity. Joanne came to San Fran- 
cisco from Texas because, well, “just 
saying I’m from Texas should be 
enough.” A familiar refrain — the 
whole town is crawling with queers ex- 
iled from their claustrophobic home- 
towns. 

“We're all a bunch of refugees,” 
laughed Holly, whom I caught holding 


down the fort at the Bearded Lady, the 
beloved dyke café that also serves as a 
community center and info shop for 
tons of neighborhood queers. Plastered 
with posters alerting you to every social 
activity imaginable, hung with art and 
lovingly marred with paint pens and 
sticker tags, the Bearded Lady has sur- 
vived lease scares, competition from 
chains, and a change of ownership, 
struggling to provide a space for dykes 
to meet one another, put on shows, and 
get tanked on coffee and gossip. I got 
myself a cup of the stuff and an English 
muffin dusted with nutritional yeast 
(one of the few foods I was able to cat- 
alog as “lesbian”) and started chatting. 
Also from the Lone Star State, Holly 
fled because “growing up in Texas is re- 
ally horrible when you're queer, and I 
wanted to be in a place where I could 
just live my queer life.’ She grinned. 
“Where I can get laid.” 

Shawni, an escapee from the Mid- 
west, gave Holly a very lesbian back 
massage and said, “I think it’s real easy 
and becomes comfortable and second 
nature to be yourself here.” Amy, a 
blue-haired girl drying out after a rainy 
stay in Oregon, liked the fact that 
“dykes here seem interested in all types 
of diverse experiences, everything from 
Tibetan Buddhism to softball.” In Port- 
land, she added, “the dyke scene is 


more homogenous.” Cari, a 
sound artist blending a quick 
smoothie before heading to nearby ESP 
gallery to install a piece for the queer 
art show “Prettytown, told me about 
feeling the homo lure of the big city 
when she was an angsty youth in near- 
by Danville. “When I was a teenager we 
“used to sneak our parents’ cars and 
drive to S.E. because we knew that’s 
where all the gay people are.” But she 
offered a glum reality check: “The thing 
that is constantly on my mind is that 
most of my friends are gone. They've 
all been evicted.” 

I drained my coffee and bid the 
ladies good-bye, wondering where the 
archetypal butch chick with a pickup 
truck was when I needed my lazy ass 
hauled around town. But the plan was 


to walk the streets in search of lesbians, 
so I followed Cari over to ESP, where I 
bumped into Xyler, the visual artist re- 
sponsible for the very fuck-friendly art- 
work in the Lexington Club’s yellow 
bathroom. 
Xyler worked the bathroom into a 
red-lit lezzie installation piece “so it 
would be a nicer place to hang out in 
longer. There'd be nicer stuff to look at 
while you're getting fucked.” Amorous 
dykelings locking themselves in for 
purposes other than a tinkle anda 
primp will find their lascivious inten- 
tions playfully encouraged by collages 
of colorful fruit and elegant female 
hands, fingers curved to slip into some- 
thing slippery. The walls have since be- 
come a community graffiti mural, and 
some of the more scandalous scribbles 
confirm that Xyler’s plan was success- 
ful. “It’s a small town,” Xyler mused, 
“and eventually you're going to end up 
fucking everybody. It’s just a matter of 
time. And people should find ways to 
be happy about that.” 
__ The S.E dyke scene is famously in- 
cestuous. So many girls move here with 
hormones raging, dying for all the fun 


times and girlsex you couldn't get in 
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whatever lame town you 
had the misfortune of being born in. 
It’s wild, and it’s messy. Everyone’s 
falling in and out of love faster than 
you can say “power ballad”; the Mis- 
sion gutter is littered with broken girl- 
hearts, and the air is thick with charred 
meat and longing, painful and deli- 
cious. 

Over at the nonprofit Valencia Street 
thrift store Nu2U, some young queer 
girls with intimidat- 
ingly excellent punk 
rock fashion gra- 
ciously indulged me 
with their observa- 
tions on the lezzie 
scene: it’s cliquey, not 
enough room for 
everyone, especially 
youth. It’s true: the 


writing’s on the bathroom wall; you 
can read all about it while you're taking 
a piss. It’s easy to sink into the crowd of 
like-minded girls you were so lucky to 
find and forget about the throngs of 
new girls butting their heads against 
the community, looking for friends — 
the latest batch of refugees, the dykes 
too young to get into bars. And it’s also 
easy to forget that, almost anywhere 
else in America, you don't really have 
the dubious luxury of being enemies 
with other dykes — they’re all you got, 
and you need one another to survive. 

Next stop on my lesbian exploration 
was sex boutique Good Vibrations, 
where a helpful saleschick informed me 
that the hot item.on the dildo shelves is 
a double-headed beast called the Nexus 
that looks like it was made from swirly 
black-and-white Femo. 

Back on the street, I bumped into 
Sara, a dyke on a bike who was newly 
sober and pretty psyched to find the 
culture of sober lesbians to be as vi- 
brant and full as the one she’d left be- 
hind in the bars. “I see a lot of dykes in 
recovery, like myself,” she said. “I go to 
an AA meeting, and I see tons of girls 


who I was bashing beer bottles with. 
The nice thing about S.F. is the dyke 
scene isn’t so small. There’s dyke repre- 
sentation everywhere.” Sara came to 
the Bay Area from Chicago to escape 
Midwestern values and gain a sense of 
liberation. “Originally I was conflicted 
with the dynamic of butch-femme 
here,” she said. “I was more interested 
in third-sex gender bending and felt 
the pressure

of butch-femme. But I also feel like 
I’ve grown up with a lot of people who 
I consider family now. I don’t feel that 
pressure anymore.” 

Life in this town can feel like one big 
consciousness-raising workshop. 
Everyone’s issues and persuasions are 
publicly processed and paraded — the 
personal, as we know, is wicked fucking 
political, as well as fantastic material 
for performance art. I think one of the 
best things about this place is that all 
the classic lesbian “issues” — power 
sex, gender play, butch-femme, trans 
rights, goddamn old-fashioned vege- 
tarianism — aren't things we just pon- 
der while reading a book; they're the 
things we teach one another, and learn 
about, with our lives. 

My next dyke-on-the-street was 
rockerdyke Jackie, whose dykerock 
band the Hail Marys has been, well, 
rocking bars in San Francisco since I 
first started dragging my bewildered 
babydyke ass through the Mission. 
“San Francisco is full of a bunch of 
fuckin’ freaks and perverts and anti- 
assimilationist queers, and I love that!” 
she screamed. 

I could have stopped right there with 
such a perfect quote, but it was only 
5 p.m., and I still had hours of lesbian 
activity ahead of me. I made pit stop 
at my house with the intention of eat- 
ing more lesbian nutritional yeast, and 


I found what I'd been looking for all 
day — a butch girl with a pickup truck! 
Yee-haw! 

My roommate Sash invited me to 
pile into her recently broken-into vehi- 
cle, and we headed into Bernal Heights 
for a beer at the Wild Side West, having 
a very lesbian conversation about irre- 
sponsible logging practices in the Pacif- 

ic Northwest 

along the way. “I 
love that we’re 
discussing the 
environment in 

a pickup truck,” 
I enthused. “It’s 
so dykey!” “In a 
| Chevy,’ Sash 
noted sternly. 
“And listening 
to Bon Jovi.” 


At the Wild Side West we got the ex- 
treme pleasure of making the acquain- 
tance of Monica, the oldest dyke in San 
Francisco, Now 93 years old, Monica 
was a professor at Mills College in the 
30s and was fired — after six years of 
teaching — for her “lifestyle.” It was one 
of those laugh-or-cry moments. Mills?! 
Monica certainly wasn’t losing any sleep 
over it, at least not 70 years later. She 
complained that she was out of cigars 
and rattled off all of the other places 
that welcomed a chick with a Ph.D. back 
in the day — Ethiopia, China, Guam. 
This lezzie had lived. She’d published 
bunches of books and took ferries to the 
city back when there weren’t any 
bridges. “I wouldn't live anyplace else in 
the world,” she said of San Francisco, 
sipping at her beverage. “I could’ve lived 
anywhere. This is the best place in the 
world.” 

From the Wild Side West it was on- 
ward with the happy hour bar crawl, to 
the most-crucial Lexington Club — also 
known as the Lesbington, the Complex- 
ington, and Baggage Claim. Presiding 
over the happy cocktailers was our fash-

ion diva bartender extraordinaire, Har- 
mony. Commenting on our fair city and 
scene, she said, “My friends are what I 
like best, all the bad outfits are what I 
like least. Know what else I like least? 
Lesbians’ inability to ask me out on 
dates!” You heard it here, girls, now get _ 
on it. 

Chimed in the beer-sipping Samara: 
“The bad things are the gossip, and the 
good things are the gossip.” Speaking of 
gossip, it was time to slip into the leg- 
endary bathroom and have sex with my 
foxy girlfriend. Happy hour is best for 
bathroom sex at Lex, as there are less 
girls to pound violently on the door 
when you're taking too long. 

And thus ended my daylong investi- 
gation of my little corner of our big 
dyke culture. I really do hope we can all 
stick it out, through the evictions and 


the lack of housing, the high rents and 
the police crackdowns on culture, the 
cliques and the drama and the drama 
and the drama. I’ve been to a whole 
bunch of places across the U.S.A., and I 
know that there aren't girls like us any- 
where else, at least not big gangs of 
them, all living in the crazy, open, and 
fabulously demanding way we share our 
lives here. 

I know I have a real problem with 
being pathologically cheerful, but I just 
fucking love this city. I remember a per- 
formance I saw earlier this year by local 
artist Shar Rednour. It was a gospel 
preached fire-and-brimstone style, 
about the yuppie apocalypse and how to 
keep Valencia Street our own. Shar or- 
dered us all to fine-tune our gaydar and 
greet each dyke we see on the street with 
a hearty “Hello, Dyke!” Follow it up 
with some loud conversation about 
pussy licking or vaginal fisting, very 
loud, loud enough for the dot-commers 
out antique shopping to hear and have a 
nice squeamish reaction. It’s street the- 
ater and lesbian visibility; it’s outreach 
to your fellow dykes — make a friend! 
— and it’s a political action. Every little 
bit helps keep this land girl land. + 
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The city is still a mecca — but not for queers. By Paul Reidinger 


I dream’d in a dream I saw a city invincible to the attacks 


of the whole of the rest of the earth, 


I dream’d that was the new city of Friends, 
Nothing was greater there than the quality of robust love, 


it led the rest, 


It was seen every hour in the actions of the men of that 


city, 
And in all their looks and words. 


hen I first moved to this city, 

the summer I graduated 

from college, I felt I was 

telling everyone I knew — 

everyone in the world — 
that I was a faggot. I was a single man 
in my early 20s who was renting a mi- 
nuscule apartment with a huge bed in 
zip code 94114. Please. What more 
did anyone need to know? That infor- 
mation alone was enough to attract 
the attention of the mass-marketing 
wizards of the International Male cat- 
alog (a rare example of gay soft porn), 
issues of which, with near-naked boys 
modeling preposterously skimpy un- 
derwear, soon began to appear in my 
mailbox. 

Of course, my parents, to whom I 
was not yet out and with whom I did 

“not discuss my mail or the matter of 
underwear, were deeply, concerned. I 
had no trouble imagining why. Their 
friends back east would ask what I 
was doing, now that I'd left the groves 
of academe, and they would have to 
say, hoping their voices wouldn't 
catch, that I was living in San Francis- 
co. 

Yes, they’d say, averting their eyes, 
he’s moved to San Francisco. That's 
what he does. He lives in San Francisco. 
He’s thrown himself into the great gay 
maw. Naturally they didn’t say that 
part. For one thing, they couldn't say 
the word “gay.” For another, they 
didn’t have to. “San Francisco” was 
coded sociopolitical language, just like 
“Jaw and order” or “welfare queen.” 
The Democrats found that out when 
they held their 1984 convention here, 
nominating noble, doomed Walter 
Mondale for a kamikaze run against 
Ronald Reagan’s good ship Lollipop. 

But I’m getting ahead of myself. I 
came here not in 1984 but in the sum- 
mer of 1981. The story of AIDS was 
just, oh so shyly, breaking into the 
great gray pages of the New York 
Times, like that first little spray of 
water in the hold of the Titanic.T’'d  . 
heard rumors, whispers of odd im- 
mune problems, nothing more. The 
conflagration to come was beyond 
imagining. The matter at hand was 
the city, the mecca, the place where, if 
you were queer, you had to be. It was, 
as Armistead Maupin told visiting 
writer Frances FitzGerald, “the liber- 
ated zone.” It was the “gay Israel.” It 
was, for homosexual people, the place 
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Walt Whitman 
“] Dream’d in a Dream” 


unlike any other in the country or the 
world. It was the place where many 
people, for the first time in their lives, 
did not feel alone with the terrible se- 
cret of who they really were. 

My little Noe Valley apartment, a 
block from the Double Rainbow ice- 
cream shop (now a bagel shop) on 
24th Street, cost $325 a month. The 
rent payment caused me some anxi- 
ety. I was making only $12,000 a year 
as a reader for a publisher, living in a 
city that even then wasn’t cheap. But it 
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could be done. The thought that I, a 
vaguely literary 22-year-old with a de- 
gree in history and without a trust 
fund, could not afford to live here did 
not cross my mind. Sometimes, these 
days, I walk past that building and 
wonder, first, why it hasn’t been torn 
down by order of the board of health 
and second, what my little first-floor, 
flea-ridden love nest rents for today. A 
thousand or more? Can today’s 
vaguely literary 22-year-old fags — 
assuming there are any — swing that 
kind of rent? 

It is beyond startling to be remind- 
ed, in FitzGerald’s 1986 book Cities on 
a Hill, that Harvey Milk settled in the 
Castro in the early 1970s because of its 
“cheap housing.’ Between the postwar 
decline of San Francisco’s old labor- 
intensive enterprises and the millenni- 
al rise of her digital-financial-tourist- 
boutique economy, a gap opened, and 
queers rushed in to fill it. While the 


city’s overall population declined 5 
percent between the 1970 and 1980 
censuses, the population of 25- to 34- 
year-olds increased by 25 percent. Milk 
himself, according to FitzGerald, esti- 
mated that as many as 30,000 people 
— almost all of them queer — had 
moved into the Castro by the late 
1970s. 

I wonder if Milk or any of the rest of 
them would even consider coming 
here today, unless they planned to 
work for PlanetOut.com and be paid 
with stock options and hope for some 
hugely lucrative takeover. The city that 
was once a “gay finishing school,” as 
Edmund White described it in States of 
Desire (1980) — “a place where neo- 
phytes can confirm their gay identity” 
— has become, unabashedly, a haven 
for the wealthy. Of course, many of the 
wealthy are queer, having acquired 
their lucre either the old-fashioned 
way, by accumulating it over time, or

the new way: all at once, through stock 
options and other acts of financial 
sleight of hand. But most queers are 
not wealthy. 

Pollster David Binder, who's tracked 
gay demographic patterns here for 
years, sees a growing socioeconomic 
division between older, richer queers 
who live in the hills and younger, less 
affluent ones who live in what he calls 
the “flat” neighborhoods, such as the 
Mission and Duboce Triangle. But re- 
ally it's become more complicated than 
that. Today’s rich digital queers are apt 
to be quite young. The flat neighbor- 
hoods are increasingly attractive to di- 
gerati of all sexualities. And the socio- 
economic schism, though it’s grown 
steadily more gaping in recent years, is 
not news. 

“One can foresee in the near future,” 
a prescient White wrote in 1980, “an 
era when the big old American cities 
[including San Francisco] will be pop- 
ulated by an élite made up of the afflu- 
ent young, the wealthy retired, rich 
foreigners and middle-class, childless 
couples — and gays. Only these groups 
will have the ‘disposable income’ need- 
ed to afford the high rents and to pa- 
tronize the chic boutiques. Living in 
the slums on the outskirts of these ‘re- 
stored’ cities will be a deeply, struc- 
turally poor army of workers to main- 
tain and service these urban centers... 
As the United States moves into a 
‘post-industrial’ age and becomes the 
bookkeeper and technician of the 
world, the old, skilled, unionized labor 
force will be crowded out.” 

There you go. About the only point 
White missed was that the queers, too, 
at least the unwealthy ones, might be 
forced to get out of town. Practically 
everyone I know has been evicted at 
least once in the last three years. Some 
of them have managed to find new 
places in the city; others have emigrat- 
ed, to Oakland or Marin or Portland 
or Charlotte. Being educated and hav- 
ing a job doesn't protect you. Neither 
does being queer. The city has gone 
from being a kind of sponge, able to 
absorb sexual misfits from America’s 
hostile Podunks, to being an over- 
booked flight that everyone except the 
first-class passengers is getting 
bumped from. 

The land of hostile Podunks, mean- 
time, has grown less hostile in the past 
generation. When a flinty place like 
Vermont beats out another unlikely 
contender, Hawaii, to become the first 
jurisdiction in the United States to rec- 
ognize same-sex unions (indeed, the 
first gay rights law in the country was 
enacted in my home state, Wisconsin, 
in 1982), you know that San Francisco's 
role as refuge has been vastly dimin- 
ished if not ended altogether. The 
queer kids who, a generation ago, 
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might have gotten on a 
Greyhound bus to get away from Po- 
dunk now have cause to wonder if flee- 
ing west, to a city where the median 
rent for a studio apartment is $1,000 a 
month (according to the Bay Guard- 
ian’s recent poverty index), is really the 
only, or best — or even a feasible — 
course. 

San Francisco hasn't just stopped 
being a place queers flee to; it’s become, 
beyond the question of eviction, a place 
an increasing number flee from. Recent- 
ly a friend of mine spent a weekend in 
the woods near Ukiah, at a retreat that 
amounted to a cross between Burning 
Man and the Radical Faeries, plus mid- 
dle age. The gathering, he told me later, 
was like a “gay Valley Forge,” and its 
participants were all refugees of one 
kind or another, whether from AIDS, 
ghetto culture, youth culture, or an 
urban culture that; 
with its metastases of 
money, speed, status, 
and mechanization, 
has become uncon- 
genial to human hap- 
piness. 

Youth, we agreed, 
is largely an energy 
event, an upwelling 
of hormones one of 
whose principal ef- 
fects is to make en- 
joyable things we 
don’t really enjoy. 
The young can have a 
blast doing basically 
anything. But that 
bittersweet magic 
fades with time, and 
one is left staring at a 
familiar skyline and 
wondering why it no 
longer seems quite 
familiar, or welcoming. Did we leave 
the city, or did the city leave us? 

It’s certainly tempting, and all too 
easy, to get down on the city these days. 
I find myself rather sourly running 
through the litany: too much traffic, 
noise, construction, consumption — all 
the dreadful things that money can buy. 
We're becoming another New York, in 
short. The “Manhattanization” of San 
Francisco, which began in earnest dur- 
ing the mayoralty of Dianne Feinstein 
and was (temporarily) interrupted by a 
plague, an earthquake, and a depres- 
sion, has passed a point of no return. 
The city that opened itself to queer col- 
onization a generation ago, the city of 
cheap housing, the city half dying and 
half aborning, rich in economic inter- 
stices — footholds for people of little 
means or unconventional ambitions — 
is now simply rich. We are the center of 
the Internet, the O’Hare Airport of the 
Web. 

But while the transition is often un- 
comfortable and unpleasant, I can’t 
quite convince myself it’s all bad. For 
one thing, these new fortunes are being 
made here. Companies are being born 
here, jobs created here. The digerati are 
entrepreneurs, after all, not the trust 
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fund brats of yesteryear, who lived off 
family fortunes made and invested else- 
where and who treated the city as some 
kind of Leisure World. The dynamism, 
the involvement of the dot-commers, 
queer and otherwise, is evident all over 
the place. 

And while possibly the most griev- 
ous social blow in the last few years has 
been the exodus of the interesting peo- 
ple — the painters and writers and 
other creators, the people you almost 
always find clinging to the edges of the 
economy — the presence of money 
here could, in the long run, become a 
kind of cultural compost. Money is, as 
they say in the law, a “necessary but not 
sufficient” condition for attaining a cer- 
tain sort of civic stature. 

New York is the model here, too. 
Certainly there’s no city on earth more 
openly consecrated to mammon. But, 
with time, New York’s crudely if not 
criminally made fortunes have mel- 
lowed; they have trickled into founda- 
tions and art institu- 
tions, into enterpris- 
es, such as book pub- 
lishing, that have al- 
ways had a signifi- 
cant extra- 
commercial dimen- 
sion. Money-doesn’t 
guarantee that there 
will be, at some 
point, a deep, rich 
cultural flourishing, 
but its absence pretty 
much guarantees that 
there can’t be. 

Urban greatness 
— that quicksilver 
combination of 
depth, sophistication, 
variety, and livability 
— costs money. The 
task at hand is not to 
drive our self- 
absorbed nouveaux 
riches and their fistfuls of green out of 
town but to convince them that it’s 
worth their while to underwrite that 
greatness, that they have an interest in 
preventing the city from becoming a 
socioeconomic monochrome: a bore. At 
some point, another shiny Porsche in 
the garage is a meaningless vulgarity; 
only philanthropy, imaginative philan- 
thropy, a commitment to something 
larger than one’s own narrow interests, 
will satisfy. 

Oh yes, the queers. We're here to 
stay. We like it here, whether in the 
heart of the city or in the exurban dias- 
pora of Sonoma, Napa, or West Marin. 
Our town is ever more horribly expen- 
sive, true, and, at least for the moment, 
overwhelmed with busy men in hard 
hats, wielding their jackhammers. Peo- 
ple will keep deciding not to come; 
others will bail. But enough of us will 
stay — will find, in the plethora of 
new-economy opportunities, a way to 
pay the rent — that when this town fi- 
nally does become one of the world’s 
great metropolises, it will still be the 
queerest place on earth, the place 
where zip code 94114 still says it all and 
the International Male catalog is always. 
welcome. *%* 
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A perverted utopia 


It’s the end of queer as we know it, and | feel fine. By Annalee Newitz 


always knew I was a queer, ever 

since I got a thrill out of chasing the 

boys at lunchtime in elementary 

school. I would run as fast as I 

could after those preadolescent ob- 
jects of my desire, grab them in the 
fists of my seven-year-old grip, and 
kiss them hard, on the lips or the 
shoulder or anywhere. It didn’t matter. 
I just wanted to give in to the delirious, 
seductively violent wrath of a feeling I 
couldn't quite define. 

During those same so-called inno- 
cent years, I began playing horsey 
games with a group of wild, outcast 
girls. We would wind jump ropes — 
the bridles, we called them — around 
one another’s bodies and lead one an- 
other around, occasionally using an 
extra jump rope as a whip. After all, 
horses are supposed to be whipped, 
right? I had no other choice if I was 
going to play the game in a fashion 
true to my beloved Black Stallion nov- 
els. : 

And I had no choice, in my teens, 
but to follow my protopervert desires 
into situations far weirder than those I 
heard described by my peers in the 
local Orange County gay and lesbian 
center’s youth group. I wasn’t just deal- 
ing with coming out as a lesbian, 
which would have been blissfully sim- 
ple, although no doubt just as painful. 
Instead I was coming out as bisexual, 
kinky, and radically, massively gender- 
fucked. I didn’t even have words for 
the thing I would be when I came out. 

But I had actions. I wore men’s 
clothing. I initiated threesomes with 
my gay male friends so I could watch 
them fuck. I begged my girlfriends to 
have sex with me. I begged my 
boyfriends to let me take them by 
force. I refused to be monogamous. 
Even to my homosexual friends, I 
seemed like a sexual deviant. 

But I knew, somehow, that I was a 
damn fine queer, and I dreamed about 
coming to San Francisco, where I 
imagined that my confusion would 
give way to coherence. I didn’t make it 
to the city of my dreams for almost a 
decade, however, and spent the inter- 
vening years languishing in East Bay 
queer circles where gay men dominat- 
ed the scene, lesbians had their own 
separate spaces, and bisexuals and 
transgendered people showed up at 
events once in a while only to find 
themselves part of such a small minor- 
ity that they never came back. A gay 
male friend I had at that time tried to 
explain my sexuality and finally said 
helplessly, “Well, you're the kind of © 
woman who gay men have sex with.” 

It was all too much, and I fled to San 
Francisco three years ago, hoping to 
find what seemed at the time like sci- 
ence fiction: a radically queer commu- 
nity of bisexual, transgendered, kinky 
sex freaks who would do anything that 


moved (as long as they found it attrac- 
tive, of course). And I found it, buried 
in the hidden cracks of the “legiti- 
mate” queer community, which 
seemed to be all about legalized mar- 
riage and adopting kids and earning 
enough money to keep up with the 
dot-commers next door. 

Members of the group I found 
sometimes call themselves the “sex 
community,’ a relatively unused term 
that seems to designate all the unas- 
similated sexual minorities whose lives 
don’t inspire HBO specials, national 
sex-advice columns, or life-affirming 
novels. And yet nearly everyone in the 
sex community could also be called 
“queer,” an outlaw word that desig- 
nates a whole range of people who 
can’t be divided up into the rigid bina- 
ries of homo/het or male/female. We 
are the transgendered, the bisexual, the 
kinky, the nonmonogamous, and the 
sexually undefined. We are the people 
whose sexual desires and gender iden- 
tities make us outcasts, even in a queer 
community whose founding principle 
was sexual freedom at any cost. 

Bill Brent, publisher of Black Books 
Press and radical sex magazine Black 
Sheets, remembers that the gay com- 
munity of the 1970s was more like 
what the sex community is now. “I 
think that a lot of things shifted in the 
gay community when it became more 
aggressively political around nineteen 
seventy-eight. It was necessary, but 
there was a sacrifice in terms of a cer- 
tain laissez-faire attitude about an in- 
dividual’s right to invent their own 
sexuality.” 

As the gay community slowly 
emerged from the underground, its 
values shifted. Rather than being a rad- 
ical.experiment, gay life was codified 
and defined. The “Castro clone” 
emerged, a reminder that what it 
meant to be and act gay was no longer 
up for grabs. There is a well-defined 
gay type: clean, professional, white, _ 
mono-gendered, and unambiguously 
attracted only to the same sex. Queer- 
friendly books, movies, and TV shows 
offer us images of homosexuals who 
are fundamentally nice boys and girls 
with the same values as your typical 
middle-class suburban family. None of 
these happy homos are fist-fucking at 
naughty clubs, or enjoying more than 
one lover, or changing their sex. 

The more inclusive term “queer” be- 
came popular in the 1990s as a way to 
combat the clone-ish aspects of the gay 
community. But when the Pride pa- 
rade rolls around, for example, it’s 
clear that the queer community is 
largely dominated by homosexuals and 
the rest of us are relegated to some sort 
of “queer runoff” status or worse. 

Brent, a longtime participant in 
what he calls “mixed-gender sex 
spaces,” says, “Most of my sexual activ- 


ity is with men, but I get tired of gay 
men who act like my playing with 
women is some kind of aberration. To 
them, we're exotic, just as gays and les- 
bians seem exotic to a lot of straights. 


And this can be a little frustrating 


when you're trying to deal with a lot of 
the same issues, like social acceptance, 
health care, and individual sexual free- 
dom.” 

Ironically, the mainstream queer 
community has created its own 
seething, semi-invisible underground 
of individuals whose sexual choices 
don’t register on gaydar. And I would 
argue that just as we look to the cul- 
tural underground for the future of art 
and entertainment, we must look to 
the sexual underground for the future 
of queer. Just because Ellen DeGeneres 
can display her well-aerobicized girl- 
friend on TV and Dan Savage can 
adopt a kid doesn’t mean the revolu- 
tion is over. It’s only just gotten start- 
ed. 

Carol Queen, a bisexual pioneer, 
writer, and much loved organizer in 
the sex community, suggests that gen- 
der identity is one of the new frontiers 
in queerness. She explains that one of 
the things that makes people identify 
as queer these days — even if they 
arent a card-carrying homo — is “a 
gender-role critique, particularly in 
sexual relationships.” Even heterosexu- 
als are attracted to this aspect of queer, 
she says. “Plenty of hets aren’t crazy 
about gender roles. That’s the first 
thing people turn to queers for —a 
living, breathing, loving critique of the 
pink/blue dichotomy.” 

Transgender politics, displayed 
forcefully in 1999’s hit indie film Boys 
Don’t Cry, are just the tip of the ice- 
berg. As more female-to-male trans- 
sexuals become visible and male-to- 
female surgeries improve dramatically, 
new permutations of transgenderism 
have surfaced. San Francisco’s Cheryl 
Chase heads the Intersexual Society of 
North America (www.isna.org), an ac- 
tivist organization for intersexuals 
(people born with physical character- 
istics of both sexes). And activists like 
Matt Rice and his partner Patrick Cali- 
fia — both FTM, both gay — are mak- 
ing it obvious that being a transsexual 
isn’t about using hormones and/or 
surgeries to “go straight.” 

Rice says that people’s reactions to 
his identity have changed a lot over the 
past 10 years. “When I started working 
at [San Francisco gay bar] the Lone 
Star, and I said I was transsexual, men 
would assume I meant I was MTF. 
They had no idea that FTM existed, 
and they would say, ‘Aw, don’t wear 
dresses — you're sucha cute boy!’ Now 
when I tell them, they say, ‘So what?” 
Rice explains that he’s had to educate 
men in the queer community in order

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to be accepted, but that ac- 
ceptance was generally given willingly. 
“Tt does take the support of a commu- 
nity to make that kind of change,” he 
says. “And what I didn’t expect was a 
that my friends ended up being gender 
activists too. They stuck up for me 
when people talked behind my back.” 
And of course, FTM and MTF aren't 
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Laughing, Rice says, “It’s not the 
nineteen seventies — it’s not the Stone 
Age — and it’s OK to be queer and 
transsexual.” His joke cuts to the heart 
of what’s happening in the queer com- 
munity right now. Things have gone so 
far beyond the 1970s post-Stonewall 
days that it’s high time we acknowl- 
edge it. 

Queen notes that sometimes queers 
are far more sexually conservative than 
most people assume they are. “There is 
still a fair amount of controversy 
about sexuality which isn’t specifically 
genitally focused,” she says. She’s refer- 
ring not just to bisexuality, an orienta- 
tion that is less about a specific type of 
genitals than about a specific sort of 
person, but also to kinky sex, which 
might be focused on leather, latex, feet, 
piss, bondage, or any number of other 
things that have nothing to do with the : : : 
genitals of your object of desire. For _ — a : NEW 
homosexuals, whose sexuality is geni- : BEST PLACES SAN FRANCISCO 
tally focused (they want partners with oe i; Now in stores everywhere 
only one sort of genitalia), queer sexu- . 
ality that goes beyond genital prefer- 
ence can be upsetting and challenging. 

But, as Queen points out, “If being 
radical outsiders is part of our queer 
history, then other radical outsiders 
who challenge the same things we 
challenge must be in the club part of 
the time.” 

The queer community needs to con- 
tinue the social critique that got started 
31 years ago in a small New York gay 
bar that was busted by the cops. While 
some queers are happy to settle into 
marriage and family life, many of us 
can never do that. We cannot assimi- 
late. And when homosexuals react in 
horror to bisexual kisses and kinky, 
nonmonogamous sex and transgen-

Female 
troubles 


Q: Have you ever heard of fisting? | found out about it, and I wanted to ex- 
periment with this technique with my girlfriend, but | am scared to, because I 
don’t know what will happen. I am worried that since my hand is bigger than 
my penis, it will stretch her vagina out, and then when we have sex, she won't 
be able to feel my penis in her anymore. Should this be of any concern? Does 
the vagina get loose and worn out after having sex a lot, putting big objects in, 
or having a baby? If you could please answer my questions, and relieve some 
stress, | would greatly appreciate it! Thank you. 

A: There is a book out with a wonderful title that addresses your subject. It’s 
called A Hand in the Bush (Greenery Press, $11.95, 1-888-944-4434). Basically, 
vaginas may lose some of their elasticity through repeated stretching, such as 
multiple births, but there are exercises that a woman can do to tone up if this 
happens. Occasional fisting should cause no permanent changes. By the way, if 
you are unable to insert your complete five fingers and hand after some trying, 
please remember that the goal is pleasure, and a lot of it can becreated by three 
or four fingers. 


Q: | love sex. If | could have sex four times a day, that would be wonderful, 
but (there’s always a but ...) after | have sex, I get this itching sensation on my 
vagina. | went to the doctor, and she can’t find anything wrong. Is it possible 
that I’m allergic to my own fluids? I’m very careful; | use condoms. I don’t 
hop in bed with just anyone. Is it possible that I’m allergic to latex? 


A: It’s unlikely that you're allergic to yourself and quite likely that you're aller- 
gic either to latex or to nonoxynol-9 or some other chemical if you use lubricated 
condoms. Experiment with unlubricated ones and with the new nonlatex 
polyurethane condoms, such as Avanti, to see if that makes a difference. 


= | ama healthy, STD-free, 20-year-old woman. When I wear underwear 
with a dark crotch lining, it becomes bleached out, most dramatically in the 
middle where it touches my twat the most and less so toward the edges. This 
only begins to happen after months of steady wear, but the rest of the undies 
in question stays dark. I haven’t noticed any weird discharges, odors, etc., and 
my girlfriend thinks I taste great. Is my fluid doing this? No one | have con- 
sulted has seen or heard of this before, and no one has any explanation. It’s 
not a major problem, but I have had to explain it to a few people who were 
privy to my skivvies, and I’m extremely curious. Any insights? The only other 
factor is that I'm vegan, but that seems an unlikely culprit. 


A: The culprit is undoubtedly your natural body secretions. You may have an 
unusual pH balance, acidic or alkaline, that might not affect odor or taste. Many 
undies have white cotton crotch panels, you'll notice, whatever the color and 
composition of the rest of the garment, because — regardless of the number of 
women you've asked — the situation is not uncommon. 


Q: Hello. | am a 23-year-old female who suffers badly from vaginal dryness. 
It gets a little difficult/frustrating when I have to apply spit to my vaginal area 
several times during sex. I have tried the over-the-counter products, but my 
partner is very much into giving oral sex, so they are no help to me. Is there a 
vitamin or maybe even a medication that I should look into? 


A: Since he likes oral sex, can he stop during intercourse to apply his spit? There 
are fragrance-free over-the-counter lubricants that have a noninvasive taste and 
are creamier and not as quick-drying as spit. You just may have to try a few until 
you find one whose taste or smell is not intrusive. Applying a rich body cream 
like Eucerin each time you wipe yourself after using the bathroom should keep 


things generally nice and moist. 


Q: | am ina great relationship, but for the first time it doesn’t really matter 
to me if | climax during sex. | am more concerned about my boyfriend. Is 
this normal? How do I explain that I enjoy sex with him even if | don’t have 
an orgasm? 

A: Exactly as you've said it here. If you find it too much work to teach him the 
necessary touch and tempo to produce an orgasm, there is nothing amiss with 
doing it yourself during or afterward, by hand or anything else. If you are never 
orgasmic, alone or partnered, now is the time to learn... and then teach him. *%

finally caught up with all the surreal news about Mad Bill and the Microsoft 

trial, which made me think about Philip K. Dick, who, sadly, died before he 

could write dark psycho-parodies of our postmainframe world. Now that Mi- 

crosoft has been ordered to split up — creating one company in charge of the 

Evil O.S. and one in charge of applications — the tiber-corporation is starting 
to resemble the drug-addled, schizophrenic main character of Dick’s masterwork, 
A Scanner Darkly. After dosing himself repeatedly with a drug that induces split 
personality disorder, the novel’s detective antihero ends up in the strange posi- 
tion of having to narc on himself. 

Of course, Microsoft isn’t narcing on itself yet, although you know that the 
I-saw-the-real-Bill screeds and I-was-a-Microshit autobiographies are already 
in production at Random House. But 
Byzantine court appeals aside, there’s 
something very Dickish about the idea 
that Microsoft has to draw up “blue- 
prints” of what its dismembered corporate 
body will look like in four months. It’s like 
asking somebody to dig her own grave. 


FuckedCompany © 
has become 
a harbinger 


And it’s a fitting end for a company whose of the new 
business plan seems to have been inspired economy’s 
by Jeffrey Dahmer. 

Speaking of serial killers in the dot-com exuberant 
world, there’s a glamorous new Web site eS 
called FuckedCompany.com, which offers nihilism. 


what it calls “the dot-com deadpool.” Users 
can wager on which dot-com companies are 


about to die, and each time you're right, you get a higher score. The players who 
make the most accurate predictions make it into FuckedCompany’s Top 100. 

Live for just two weeks, during which time users have jumped from 7 to 
40,000, FuckedCompany has become the latest touchstone for dot-com angst and 
a harbinger of the new economy's exuberant nihilism. Everybody I know is play- 
ing the game, and the site has been featured on CNN, in the Wall Street Journal, 
and on countless radio shows. With a logo that parodies techno-glam mag Fast 
Company, FuckedCompany also features delicious little chunks of tabloid news, 
like the extremely bizarre “you're all fired” e-mail sent by a CEO to the staff of the 
recently fucked Reel.com. 

Philip Kaplan, the site’s mastermind, is — what else? — a dot-commer whose 
company, PK Interactive, is nestled in New York’s Silicon Alley. Without a hint 
of irony, Kaplan explains that he did it all for the good of his bootstrapped little 
multimedia outfit. Now there’s some good, healthy self-narcing schizophrenia for 
you: advertise the robustness of your company’s technology by building a Web 
site about the senselessness of the economic system that funds you. 

Kaplan believes PK Interactive will avoid getting screwed because it has ab- 
solutely no V.C. funding and its B2B biz model avoids what he calls the “popular- 
ity contest” of e-commerce Web sites on the Internet. A sure sign that a company 
will join the FuckedCompany ranks, according to Kaplan, is when “the idea be- 
hind it doesn’t make sense to your grandmother.” The question is, what exactly is 
it that your grandmother doesn’t understand online? “She doesn’t know why 
there have to be five online pet stores,” Kaplan explains. “The Internet is a small 
town, and people have already moved in. Even now, there are Web sites springing 
up to imitate ours. And how many stupid betting-on-dot-com-failure Web sites 
do you need?” 

So why did Kaplan do it, other than out ofa need to banish boredom over 
Memorial Day weekend? “It’s all for PK Interactive. I want people to know how 
great our back-end technology really is.” 

And then there’s the obvious question. How did he manage to get such an ob- 
scene URL? “This is the first serious site with a curse word in it that’s gained pub- 
lic attention,” Kaplan acknowledges. “When the government deregulated the reg- 
istrars [where you can register a new URL], most of the big registrars like Net- 
work Solutions and Register.com would filter out URLs with curse words. But 
there are a couple of microbrew registrars like my favorite, Optisoft.com, that let 
you register anything you want.” 

Kids, this is what it felt like when the barbarian hordes started hurling rocks at 
the nice statues in ancient Rome. Nobody really knew what was going on at first. 
It just seemed like pissed off Visigoths and Vandals doing really creative graffiti. 
And then, as time passed, it became obvious. The empire was dead. 

And thus it becomes interesting to read about Microsoft and watch the movie 
Gladiator at the same time. If only Dick could truly explain it all to us.

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Where to buy 


classic trainers 


ecently I was browsing at Foot Ac- 

tion and it dawned on me: whatev- 

er happened to those small mom- 
and-pop shoe stores my parents used 
to take me to — or more important, 
those old sneakers they used to buy 
me? For anyone obsessed with trainers 
(or sneakers or tennis shoes, depend- 
ing which coast you’re from), espe- 
cially past classics such as Pro Keds, 
New Balance 580 and 590 series, Adi- 
das Top Tens, Converse Dr. Jays, 
Puma Clydes, Nike Dunks, and early 
Air Jordans, there’s nothing like find- 
ing an actual pair from the year it was 
manufactured: it’s like discovering a 
slice of history. 

I've gone up and down the Bay Area 
hunting for vintage trainers (not the 
modern remakes), rummaging though 
stores where the cubbyhole architec- 
ture and dense, dusty air could make 
the health bureau go into shock, and 
I've found enough shoes to make 
Imelda Marcos’s jaw drop. To most of 
my family and friends, my shoe col- 
lecting — or “sickness” as my mother 
likes to call it, citing my room and 
basement as exhibits one and two — 
has become a problem, but hey, can 
you blame me? Collecting trainers is 
no different from collecting baseball 
cards, stamps, or coins — except that 
you probably won’t walk down the 
street holding a priceless confederate 
dollar and have a kid walk up to you 
asking where he could obtain one.

Mezcal 
camping 


os AZUFRES, MICHOACAN, MEXICO — At the top of the steps, a near full 

moon ljt up a clearing in the tall pines and revealed several large pools of 

steaming water. I walked in the dim blue light toward a small round pool 

at the far end of the clearing. I could hear the sound of trickling water 

coming from a wall of rock near the pool. The smell of sulfur rose with 
the warm vapors. 

In the valley below, the sidewalks of Zinapécuaro, Maravatio, and Acam- 
baro were still warm, and the adobe and red brick houses wouldn’t cool until 
the early-morning chill. But in the mountains I got goose bumps as I took my 
clothes off. I quickly got into the pool, and within minutes I was floating on 
my back, looking up at the tall pines that reached up toward the sky. I had 
heard of Los Azufres (azufre means sulfur) mentioned many times since | 
came to live in northern Michoacan/south- 
ern Guanajuato two and a half years ago, 
but I never thought of actually going, be- 
cause | hadn't associated Mexico with 
camping. 

Maybe growing up so close to Yosemite, 
Tamales Bay, and the Lake Tahoe foothills 
spoiled me. To me, Mexico had always been 
synonymous with small, anonymous pueb- 
los, beachfront hotels, picturesque colonial 
esplanades, familiar pre-Hispanic ruins, 
and rebel jungles — but not camping. I was 
reluctant to go when a friend invited me for 
Semana Santa (Mexico’s Easter celebra- 
tion). Los Azufres is a sulfur-rich hot 
springs region located in the northeast cor- 
ner of Michoacan, not far from Zi- 
napécuaro, Maravatio, and Ciudad Juarez. 

I'm told you can get there by bus from 
Ciudad Juarez. If you’re in Michoacan for 
any good length of time, it might be worth 
it to get hold of a car to go there. A rental car from Morelia would be the best 
bet. You could stay a few nights as we did, and also visit several nearby towns, 
such as Zinapécuaro and Maravatio. 

The campsite is located on the edge of a small peanut-shaped lake that’s 
formed by a small dam. The lake is continually fed by water from the hot 
springs, which comes down the mountain slope. A system of pools and baths 
that begins high up the hill captures the water before it reaches the lake. The 
best pools are the ones on the hilltop. You have to pay to get through the gate 
at the foot of the steps, but if you go late enough at night, when the gatekeep- 
ers have all gone home, you can get in free. Camping is done along one side of 
the lake, just about anywhere you can put up a tent. 

There are numerous kiosks for larger groups, with clean bathrooms 
throughout the campsite. There are even alpine-type cabanas (cabins) near 
the entrance to the camp area, in case you don’t have a tent or camping gear. 
That's where you'll find puestos (small, outdoor shops) run by the area’s in- 
digenous people, who sell everything you will need, including firewood, beer, 
marshmallows, eggs, salchichas (frankfurters), canned jalapeno slices, tor- 
tillas, and carnitas (boiled pork). These are all sold at marked-up prices, so 
it’s a good idea to bring as much of your own provisions as possible. 

At night, families, groups of friends, and college students blast their stere- 
os, break out their guitars, and start pouring the tequila and beer. All night 
and into the morning you'll hear people singing along to Pepe Aguilar, Brit- 
ney Spears, La Banda Recodo, and the Backstreet Boys. So it’s a good idea to 
bring your earplugs. I simply drank myself to sleep with the wild mezcal I 
bought in a small mountain village called Parras, about an hour drive from 
the campsite. 

Parras is an ideal day trip to take while camping at Los Azufres. Tucked 
away in the mountains just south of Zinapécuaro, Parras produces possibly 
the best rustic mezcal I’ve ever tasted. It’s one of the region’s best-kept se- 
crets. I stayed three nights in Los Azufres, each day waking up a little later 
than the previous one. The treks up the hill, the long lakeside walks, splitting 
firewood, and spending hours cooking in a bath of hot sulfur water gradually 
took its toll on me. My fingers and toes reddened until my skin split. My 
body, so used to a sedentary lifestyle, became fatigued and tired. 

The only way for me to relax was to drink a little mezcal, which I started 
doing earlier each day. Though the sulfur baths at Los Azufres are generally 
regarded as medicinal and curative, it took me almost a week to recover from 
my short trip there. And it took a lot longer before the sinful smell of sulfur 
left my boots. %

ternet actually contributes to 

human isolation, reducing our 

presence in one another's lives to 

funny names and bits of randy dia- 
logue in chat rooms, then thank god 
for the pub — an ideal place, as the 
English have known for centuries, to 
hoist a pint, have a nibble, and strike 
up a chat. “Pub” is short for “public 
house,” a condition all restaurants 
should aspire to, one way or another, 
but fewer and fewer do. It is amazing, 
in fact, how uncongenial to public life 
many members of our current spate 
of restaurants are. In place of social 
interaction they offer noise, mobs, 
and multimedia circuses; they tend to 
give weight to the old adage that the 
loneliest place on earth is the middle 
of a crowd. 

The blights of modern restaurant 
life are mercifully absent from the B 
Spot, a brew pub that opened recently 
in the shell of the old Alta Plaza. That 
great gay A-list bar and restaurant of 
the 1970s and 1980s was closed and 
reopened a decade ago as a hetero 
meat market, which then closed to 
make way, in the mid 1990s, for a re- 
born Alta Plaza, with a first-rate chef, 
Amey Shaw. A few years ago that ven- 
ture foundered, and the place was

reincarnated as Bam, offering simple 
food (still by Shaw) suitable for up- 
scale takeout. But Bam went nowhere, 
and now Elliott Fink, owner of the B 
Spot, will take his chances. 
Considering the X-files-ish history 
of comings and goings at the Fill- 
more-and-Clay location, B Spot is re- 
markably relaxed. True, with its hand- 
some dark wood furnishings, ceiling 
fans, and cappuccino-colored walls, it 
hardly looks like a homey British pub, 
but then — other than the cornu- 
copia of mirrors in the men’s room — 
it no longer sounds the chords of a 
queer bar, either. The B Spot's temper 
is mild and welcoming; it’s the kind of 
place you can wander into (after wan- 
dering up and down Fillmore) and 
feel coddled instead of suffocated. 
Fink works the room tirelessly, so- 
liciting observations about the cook- 
ing. This is wise, for while much of 
the food is quite good, there are more 
than a few glitches that range from se- 
rious to horrendous. A dish of gumbo 
($7.75), for instance, a Mississippi- 
mud broth liberally dotted with bits 
of alligator, crawfish, and andouille 
sausage, hadn't been salted at all by 
the kitchen, while the square of corn- 
bread accompanying some fine baby 
back ribs ($18.95) was like a block of 


sandstone ready to be fitted into a 
parapet somewhere. Fink explained 
that the chef had only that day 
changed the recipe, and he brought us 
a sample of the revision, which was 
indeed moist and dense, like good 
cake. The block of sandstone was 
whisked wordlessly away. 

We liked the caramelized onion 
pizzetta ($6.50), though I do not 
think I would serve it as B Spot does, 
with a long rectangle of Cambozola 
cheese resting on top, like a teeter-tot- 
ter missing its fulcrum. And we liked 
the items on the lunch menu even 
more overall, from a creamy, mild 
Caesar salad ($3.95) — no anchovies, 
alas — to a butternut squash soup 
($2.25) sweetened with apple and 
piped with créme fraiche, to a fine 
Reuben sandwich ($8.80) made with 
gravlaxlike salmon “pastrami” (this 
could be very big if produced for re- 
tail sale), to a classic California club 
sandwich ($9.25) made with tender 
roast turkey and slices of ripe avocado 
and served with a heap of snappy 
golden fries. 

Probably the most striking thing 
about the menu is the strength of the 
desserts. The rest of the food may be 
pleasantly pubbish, but the sweets be- 
long to a higher order of confidence 

and style. A slice of gorgeous- 
ly dense, dark chocolate—truf- 
fle cake ($6.25) was embed- 
ded with raspberries, like ru- 
bies in ore, and a white- 
chocolate cheesecake ($6.50) 
was ringed about with stewed 
butterscotch apples. 

The beer, too, is first-class: 
smooth, rich, and devoid of 
bitterness. A perfectly accept- 
able dessert, really, for those 
of us of the beer persuasion. 
Or, on a warm weekend after- 
noon, a perfectly acceptable 
companion to a pizzetta and 
some buffalo wings, taken in 
the old bar space right at the 
corner — the place where, 
not so many years ago, 22- 
year-old boys, fresh from 
their naps, would appear to- 
ward midnight in blue blaz- 
ers and rep ties as if having 
come straight from work, 
hoping to impress their older 
and richer suitors. The mood 
then was not beer and buffalo 
wings but white wine and 
tension — most unpubby. 
May the B Spot find the 
going more relaxed. *%

reviewed Hahn’s Hibachi several years ago, and I’m not going to review it 
again, don’t worry. But I got a hot tip recently that the Hahn’s on Haight 

Street had been at least partially taken over (by force, | wanted to believe) by 

a soul-food specialist named Chef Rene. I had a hard time picturing it at 

first. Then, OK, I pictured it: Chef Rene and his right-hand short-order man 
Chef Chet, in camouflage and wraparound shades, guerrilla-grilling and force- 
frying chickens and catfishes and other soulful specialties while horrified and 
helplessly shackled Korean cooks, lined up against the kitchen wall, watch and 
whisper among themselves simple riddles like: “Corn bread?” “Candy yams?” 
and “Smothered what?” 

“Hey, shut up over there.” Chef Rene growls. “I’m trying to work.” 

Guess what. It’s not like this at all! I know cause | went and checked it out. 
Hahn’s still has all the Korean stuff and Korean cooks cooking it; they just also 
have Rene, this big, grinny soul-food dude, doing his soulful thang right 
around them all. He cooks, he waits tables. He stops and talks to you. His 
menu’s inserted into the Hahn’s menu like specials-of-the-day, and it’s just as 
over-the-top, hypo-hyperbolic, and wackily worded as the original. Take #7, 
fried chickens and shrimps: “The two great forces of the Universe come togeth- 
erat last,” according to the menu. 

What?! Wrongola, Rene. The two great forces of the Universe are fried 
chicken and barbecued chicken. Everybody knows that. 

I ordered #9, the fried catfish, because (a) it was the cheapest thing other 
than a burger, (b) I love catfishes, and (c) Rene’s menu promised: “You will be 
telling stories and singing songs all about the time you ate my catfish for the 
first time.” 

Well, dang, I reckonhe’s right, because here I am basically telling you the 
story, at any rate, and — hey, wait a minute ... Hit it: 


Rene’s fried catfish, what a dish! 
Close your eyes and make a wish 
I only wish this fish were fatter 
Pitch the fish, just give me batter. 
Chorus: 
Cornmeal, flour, salt and some such 
{choir of Little Leaguers:] Batter batter batter batter batter. 
Hot oil, hotter — whoa, not too much! 
[choir of Little Leaguers:] Splatter splatter splatter splatter splatter. 
Bridge: 
Rene’s fried catfish — ooh ... wally wally 
“Six-ninety-five, please” — ooh ... wallet wallet. 
[Repeat chorus] 


And there you have it, song-and-dancewise. | should also mention, in plain 
old prose since I’ve sung about enough for one review, that the catfish came 
with two sides, BBQ beans and greens. Well, but they were out of greens, so | 
got corn, which was basically canned corn, but I'll forgive them on the quantity 
exemption: it was about a whole can’s worth of canned corn. 

There were a lot of beans, too, but they were inedibly boring. And for the 
quantity exemption to work, the item in question has to be at least edible, or 
else what good is lots and lots of it? I'm serious. The only thing I'can think is 
that they were out of BBQ beans, too, and — too embarrassed to admit it per- 
haps — Chef Rene poured a can of entirely unseasoned pintos onto my plate. 
I’m serious. That’s how bad they were. 

Luckily, I'd also ordered an extra side-order piece of Rene’s “Freaky Fabu- 
lous Fried Chicken,” which, the menu claims, “melts in your mouth” — and 
you know what? It’s almost actually true. The breading was light and crisp and 
fried-to-order and it just about did melt in my mouth, I swear. It was a thigh, 
and it was bigger than some places’ ideas of a breast, and Rene coughs up whole 
halves of these big birds for $7.95, with the two sides and — oh yeah — corn- 
bread. 

The cornbread was great. Real butter and everything. And if you’re into beer, 
they've got about 9 or 10 microbrews on tap. Plus, like I said, the main attrac- 
tions (chickens and catfishes) were great. So if you can stomach el blando side 
stuff and Hahn’s Hibachi’s cornball interior (colorfully artsy-fartsy space-age 
lights, Donny and Marie on TV, sword collection on the wall, etc.) ... hey, 
what’re you waiting for? Go and get it.

Tall cool one 


hundred and two in the shade? Of all the only—in—San Francisco possibili- 
ties, last week’s two-day heat wave was on a par with the NRA setting up 
headquarters in the Transamerica building. But it happened, and it could 
happen again. All it takes is one flip of the ocean-fog switch, and wham! 
Monster Livermore weather, right here in cold-summer central. 

Actually, though, I sort of liked it. Not the part about the back of my legs get- 
ting sweaty and sticking to everything from Muni seats to my desk chair, but the 
chance to really swelter through a brief spate of insane heat, the kind of heat that 
makes even the most die-hard indie film fans dive into the air-conditioned cav- 
erns of the Metreon. (“Two for Battleship Earth, please!”) Nothing melts down 
your brain faster than truly hot weather; hence the existence of a whole pantheon 
of commodities primed for summer consumption. Beach books. Summer block- 
busters. Summer songs. And of course, summer food, like watermelon and Pop- 
sicles and stick-the-blender-in-the-fridge cold soups. 

The most traditional of chilled soups is vichyssoise, a creamy blend of potatoes, 
cream, and just the mere sprinkle of minced chives. It is soothing, unctuous, and 
rich, and to my mind, the perfect evocation of a large, Edwardian-style hotel, 
circa anytime from 1930 to perhaps the mid-1970s. But when a true dog-day heat 
wave has sapped appetites and wilted conversation, no one needs to be just 
soothed — at least not in the way that cream and potatoes can soothe. What is re- 
quired is a shock: a blast of sharpness and astringency, chilly as that first step into 
a mall in the middle of July. And nothing does the trick like gazpacho, that peren- 
nially popular salad soup of Spain. 

Gazpacho is, in fact, just about as easy to make as a salad. But beware: there are 
dozens of recipes out there, and many, many of them are just wrong. V-8 juice 
does not belong in gazpacho; if your tomatoes are ripe enough to begin with, cold 
water, not canned tomato juice, is the best liquid to thin your soup with. And ac- 
tually, you don’t even need a blender; gazpacho is much more refreshing when 
it’s chunky rather than buzzed smooth. The real charm of gazpacho lies in its 
paradoxical marriage of liquid and crisp, each spoonful a mixed crunchy bite all 
suspended in a clear, tart, oil-and-vinegar bath. Gazpacho is also one of the best 
destinies for really ripe tomatoes — the kind so ready to be eaten that they're al- 
ready oozing out of their skins by the time you get them home. In that case, the 
boiling-water skinning process outlined below would probably make them ex- 
plode; instead, cut out the cores, drop the tomatoes into a big bowl, and squish 
them up with your hands until you are wrist-deep in a juicy sea of tomato pulp. 
Add your garlic, onions, herbs, vinegar, and oil, stir, chill thoroughly, and enjoy. 


Gazpacho 

3 large tomatoes 

2 cloves garlic, minced 

'/2 red onion, peeled and chopped 

A handful of parsley, basil, chives, or some mixture of the three 

2 Tbs. red wine vinegar 

2 Tbs. olive oil 

Salt and freshly ground pepper to taste 

| cucumber, peeled, seeded, and diced 

| red or green pepper, seeded and diced 

Garnishes: chopped radishes, herb croutons (see below), chopped 
hard-boiled egg 


Bring a large pot of water to a boil. Drop tomatoes into boiling water for 30 
seconds, until skins begin to split. Remove tomatoes from water. When tomatoes 
are cool enough to handle, cut out stem ends and slip off skins. Chop tomatoes 
until they are almost pureed. Scoop chopped tomatoes and their juice into a large 
bowl. Chop herbs fine, add to bowl. Add garlic, onion, vinegar, olive oil, salt, and 
pepper, and stir thoroughly. Add cucumber and red or green pepper, and chill 
for several hours. Before serving, taste and adjust seasonings. Add enough cold 
water to make it pourable (start with one cup) and a handful of ice cubes. Taste 
again and serve with bowls of garnishes on the side. 

Variation: Mexican gazpacho. Replace the mixed herbs with cilantro, and in- 
stead of red-wine vinegar, use juice from one lime. Add a quarter teaspoon of 
cumin and one seven-ounce can of tomatillo-based salsa verde to the tomato 
mixture. Some canned salsa verde can be very salty and tart, so add only a small 
amount of salt to begin with, and add more olive oil if it tastes too acidic. Just be- 
fore serving, stir in one diced avocado and the kernels from one ear of fresh corn. 
You can also toss in some cubes of diced papaya. 

To make herbed croutons, tear several pieces of bread (stale is fine; this is a 
great way to use up any rock-hard old baguettes) into rough cubes. Place ona 
baking sheet in a 300-degree oven for 8 to 10 minutes, until bread is just starting 
to dry out and toast. Crumble bread into bite-size pieces, drizzle with olive oil, 
and sprinkle with salt, pepper, and some crumbled dried basil, oregano, or 
thyme. Toss lightly and return to oven for another 8 to 10 minutes, until crou- 
tons are golden and very dry and crunchy. Remove from oven, let cool, and serve 
with gazpacho.

Sunday night at Chicken John’s 
Porneoke, more flesh is paraded in 
front of crowds via a dozen old tele- 
vision monitors, giving the already 
kind of embarrassing hobby of 
singing in front of strangers an even 
bigger mortification potential. As we 
walk in, an Odeon regular named 
Frankie gets called out because no 
one will sign up to sing — it’s the 
first of a few acts of hari-karioke 
Chicken John will orchestrate this 
evening — and though his Spanish 
accent is thick, Frankie nails “The 
Greatest Love of All” in perfect 
falsetto as, on-screen, anal beads are 
implemented and orifices are rav- 
aged. Televisions beam from every 
corner, and the lyrics are superim- 
posed over the smut: “And if by 
chance that special place / That 
you've been dreaming of ...”

“] think that’s why I don’t watch it.” 

Someone climbs the stage to sing 
“Wild Thing,” underamplified and 
timidly, as, on-screen, three tied-up 
black men get flayed by a naked 
white man in a KKK hood. A white 
woman frees the captives, and she’s 
handsomely rewarded. Creepy. The 
video continues as someone else 
tackles “Day-O,” the crowd hollers 
along, and it gets almost too surreal: 
“Come mister tally man, tally me ba- 
nana ...” A particularly brave soul 
sings “The Lady Is a Tramp” with his 
nad-sack hanging out from his jeans. 

The singing’s a marginal event, as 
all try to avoid being busted staring 
too intently at the lesbian clown 
porn, enema juice—eating parties, 
doctor-playing sessions, and ama- 

teurishly filmed ruttings continuing 
rapid-fire on the malfunctioning 
televisions all around. The films 
displayed border on aversion ther- 
7 apy for sex. (Déja vu: some of the 
} porn is fast-forwarded.) When a 
ratty-haired starlet melodramati- 
cally enjoys drinking a combina- 
tion of fluids that she and her mus- 
tachioed partner have produced 
from their bodies to share, the 
crowd groans in disgusted unison, 
and I eye my strangely pornographic 
Budweiser bowling-pin bottle with 
suspicion, barely suppressing my gag 
reflex.

Blood at five 


las cinco de la tarde. Over and over again. That’s how it went. A las cinco de 
la tarde. It was the time when Ignacio Sanchez Mejias died — that time, 
that afternoon frozen in words by the pen of Federico Garcia Lorca. 

I remember because it’s the line that helped me learn to speak Spanish, 
Castilian Spanish, the Spanish of regal dons, blood sausage, and long af- 
of cinco was more “th,” your

ternoon naps. The Spanish of the lisp. The “c 
pursed tongue moving out from behind 
your front teeth and coming to rest in 
exhaled, airy wetness under their bot- 
tom ridge. The icy whistle of the English 
“c” moistened into a flaccid limp splash. 

A las cinco de la tarde. August 11, 
1934. Mejias, a renowned Sevillian bull- 
fighter, is gorged to death by the horns 
of a bull named Granadino. Lorca, a 
close friend of Mejias, turned the time 
of his death into the refrain of a play 
built on poems, Llanto por Ignacio 
Sanchez Mejias. Lorca was classically 
Spanish like that, a writer obsessed with 
the tragedy and lyricism of beautiful, vi- 
olent death. 

I don’t want his face to be covered with 
handkerchiefs. I want him to get used to 
the death he carries. 

Lorca’s relationship to death isn’t about flight or fear; it’s about the sensuality 
of death’s inevitable arrival, the poetry of that which we cannot avoid. Even the

sea dies. 

Lorca repeats “a las cinco de la tarde” so that the moment of death is etched 
into our minds, so that we hear the proud, grieving lisp of “cinco, cinco, cinco” 
like a memorial echo. When the great flamenco singer Vicente Pradal delivers the 
line in a very un-flamenco setting (over piano and saxophone) on the newly 
available live recording of his 1998 production of Llanto (Lempreinte Digitale/ 
Harmona Mundi), it sounds remarkably just like that, like a Ianto, a deep, 
aching cry, a moan by the living in the name of the dead. 

Mejias is dead — muerto para siempre — and the task of the Spanish poet and 
the Spanish singer is to turn that death into lyric, into a transcendent song that 
joins the lone mourner to a community of sorrow shrouded in generations of 
black. I sing of his elegance in words that moan, and I remember a sad breeze 
among the olive trees. 

Pradal sings of Mejias with the tense duality Lorca intended, as both an expul- 
sion of grief and a statement of documentary fact laced with matter-of-fact res- 
ignation and astonishing exactitude. At exactly five in the afternoon. Pradal sings 
it so that forgetting is an impossibility, so that we will always remember the hour 
of this one solitary death, the precise hour of a precise afternoon. 

The songs on Llanto are so soaked in blood that they approximate its sound. 
Pradal knows that blood flows everywhere in Lorca’s writing: the blood of 
Mejias, the blood of a wedding, the blood of Harlem blacks spilled like the blood 
of Andalusian gypsies. Lorca wrote from blood as if blood had a point of view, as 
if blood saw the world through its own redness and wetness. 

There is less blood on Lorca, a wider-angled musical tribute to the poet by an- 
other great flamenco singer, Enrique Morente. Less blood and more quejando. In 
Spanish, queja means something like “complaint,” but with Lorca queja is really 
more of a lament, an emotional protest that starts deep down in the body. Queja 
implies its own sound, the throaty wail of the soul’s complaint that Morente’s 
liquid rasp channels into fluttering song — the deep song of the dark south, the 
cante jondo. 

Ay, como quejaba quejaba. Morente channels Lorca’s line from Yerma into a 
chorus of ache on the song “Fandangos.” And we have no choice but to get it, to 
make one woman’s protest over her barren destiny into a protest of our own 
against the circumstances of a life determined by the anguish of fate. 

Instead of being tied to a single work, Morente’s Lorca is a sweeping, almost 
grand meditation on Lorca as the bard of Andalusia, the voice of a region, the 
poet of a particular people — the gypsies whose romance with life is made invis- 
ible by the romance of the Spanish crown, the heartbroken miners who see 
through the eyes of lovers who suddenly leave them. There are hearts purple 
with loss and hearts bathed in the erotic perfume of absence. 

Even though Morente never sings “4 Jas cinco de la tarde,” I still hear it in his 
voice. His queja brings all of Lorca’s quejas back to life. Just as the lisp of “cinco” 
marks the death of a man who dared life in front of hundreds of spectators hun- 
gry to face their own death, Morente’s voice has a dangerous spectacle of its own. 
As listeners we face the tragedy of our own solitude by losing ourselves in the 
tragedy of his song. 

The heart left alone. Ay, ay, de mi. **

Oh the humanity 


Bruno Dumont fixes his gaze. By Johnny Ray Huston 


bout two hours into Bruno 
Dumont’s LHumanité, police su- 
perintendent Pharaon De Winter 
(Emmanuel Schotté) visits a 
local museum; he’s delivering a 
self-portrait by his grandfather and 
namesake, who also lived in the small 
northern France town of Bailleul. A cu- 
rator guides De Winter through a room 
of paintings, leading him to another 
painting by his grandfather, a portrait 
of a little girl reclining against a tree. 
Dumont’s camera frames, then stares at 
the painting, and its subject stares back 
with an unreadable expression. The 
image echoes, perversely, the director's 
own Duchamp-influenced portrait of a 
little girl, presented in Humanité’s first 
minute: a close-up of a vulva, with ants 
crawling over bruised, lifeless legs. 

The dead little girl isn’t the first fe- 
male whom Dumont has studied with 
near-gynecological precision — a typi- 
cally raw sex sequence in his first fea- 
ture, 1997’s La Vie de Jesus, featured an 
insertion shot — and she isn’t the last; 
De Winter’s neighbor and friend Domi- 
no (Séverine Caneele) receives a similar 
examination before film’s end. Stoic, 
static “art” exams of female genitalia 
aren't L’Humanité’s only provocation. 
The main narrative thread 'is a murder 
mystery: a search for the girl’s killer. But 
after two and a half hours of investiga- 
tions (De Winter's lollygagging police 
procedures, Dumont’s painterly still 
lifes and aforementioned still death), 
the film rewards dedicated viewers with 
a maddeningly cryptic penultimate 
shot that renders closure futile. 

“Ponderous” and “pretentious” are 
two adjectives Bruno Dumont probably 
accepts as compliments; he lingers on 
images so a viewer can ponder their 
portent ......... at length. (He even in- 
cludes a shot of fruit artfully placed on 
a plate.) Your grandmother probably 
runs faster than LHumanité, and as its 
title suggests, the film isn’t about a 
murder mystery so much as the mys- 


tery of Big Issues — Life and Death, In- 
nocence and Guilt, Body and Soul, to 
name just three classical binaries. Un- 
surprisingly, the glacial pace and enig- 
matic tone of L Humanité (not to men- 
tion the religious and philosophical 
grandiosity of Dumont’s agenda) have 
already generated an anti-following: 
when a jury led by David Cronenberg 
championed Dumont'’s film and the 
Dardenne brothers’ Rosetta at 1999’s 
Cannes fest, the blockbuster-deprived 
contingent of the press seemed ready to 
maul Flanders. 

However frustrating, LHumanité 
isn’t easily dismissed; there’s an uncan- 
ny quality to its wide-screen “natural” 
“realism,” a heightened sense of physi- 
cal and mental dis-ease that directors 
like Cronenberg require prosthetics to 
achieve. As in La Vie de Jesus, Dumont 
casts unprofessional actors and focuses 
piteously and relentlessly on abjection: 
early on, for example, De Winter goes 
on a phlegmish bike ride through the 
Flemish countryside. Schotté’s slumped 
shoulders, concave chest, jelly belly, 
toupeelike hair, and inflated, bulbous 
features are outdone only by the hulk- 
ing Caneel, whose storm cloud of a face 
suggests Liv Ullman on steroids. The 
film repeatedly sets Domino and De 
Winter’s passive mutual lust next to a 
different form of stunted desire: the 
blunt, inarticulate fucking of Domino 
and her blunt, inarticulate boyfriend 
Joseph (Philippe Tullier), whose “hand- 
some” features, in this context, appear 
positively banal. 

All of the relationships in L’Human- 
ité are defined by distance. De Winter, 
who has recently lost a wife and child 
— no further explanation is given — 
lives with his mother, who opens her 
mouth rarely and does so only to nag. 
Apart from Domino, the detective’s 
only other human source of fascina- 
tion is his corpulent, terminally 
grumpy boss (Ghislain Ghesquére), 
with whom he has a lackadaisical 
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Tweedledee and Tweedledum partner- 
ship. During a clue-finding journey to 
the victim’s farmhouse, De Winter is 
actually more prone to investigating 
the fatty folds of his boss's porous, 
sun-reddened neck. 

LHumanité revisits the sweaty, stag- 
nant setting of La Vie de Jesus; like a 
perverse tour guide, Bailleul resident 
Dumont keeps bringing audiences 
back to his hometown for existential 
punishment: each near-mute sequence 
screams Oh the humanity! Even De 
Winter, Domino, and Joseph’s rote at- 
tempts at recreation are memorably 
doomed. A meal at a restaurant be- 
comes agonizingly tense when a rowdy 
table begins serenading female diners 
with crude songs. A trip to the seaside 
grows similarly uncomfortable when a 
lifeguard catches Domino briefly star- 
ing at his crotch. And a visit to a stuffy 
local tourist site ends with Joseph piss- 
ing on the castle walls in disgust. These 
tortures would be easier to reject if the 
love and hate in Dumont’s vision 
weren't so vivid and palpable. LHu- 
manité’s most potent moments con- 
jure violence from stillness. 

Yet, in the world according to Du- 
mont, the money-driven motion of 
modern life is even more violent; one 
gets the feeling he’s chosen film over 
painting simply because it’s a better 
vehicle for his outrage. The antithesis 
of Bailleul, and LD Humanité itself, is a 
Eurostar train that passes by the pas- 
toral murder site at 180 miles an hour. 
Late in the film, in a typical fit of odd 
reasoning (endorsed by his boss), De 
Winter quizzes some befuddled British 
passengers on the train to see if they 
witnessed the murder. Well, they did 
see something. But they were moving 
too fast to notice exactly what it 
was, %

Festival 3-D 


Frameline’s first weekend is action packed.

t used to be that all film festivals 

were alike in purpose: to cele- 

brate the art of film, to experi- 

ence cinematic expressions not 

found in the dread Hollywood 
vocabulary, to gain insight on cul- 
tures different from our own. But 
such lofty pursuits now seem a bit 
tired, if not totally irrelevant. These 
days, Sundance is deal making cen- 
tral, 24-7. Cannes defines itself by 
each year’s celebrity skin. And the 
S.E. International Lesbian and Gay? 
It’s all about cruising, baby. Yes, like 
other demographically specific festi- 
vals, it does offer the chance to mea- 
sure the community’s evolving self- 
image, and its acceptance, reflection, 
co-opting, or abuse by the cultural 
mainstream. But above all, screen- 
ings are such a good place to check 
out boys, or girls, or whatever on the 
GLBTV/S scale trips your trigger. 
Admit it: You love standing in line 
outside the theaters. You live to walk 
the aisles of the Castro in your mus- 
cle T or tank top, ever-so-theatrical 
“Hmm, where could all my friends 
be sitting?” facial contortions pro- 
viding a thin excuse for shameless 
exhibitionism. It’s a 3-D spectacle 
that’s a lot more entertaining, and 
less trying, than the usual furtive 
hunting and gathering. 

Opening weekend at this year’s 
fest seemed more than ever a series 


of cool invitational parties, each 
catering to community subgroups, 
packed with people who knew one 
another or would really, really like 
to. Which is not to dis the art factor: 
good films were seen, attention was 
paid, serious issues were addressed. 
But with the mainstream media now 
rife with gay imagery (however sani- 
tized or limited), each film, video, 
and short need no longer bear the 
terrible burden of collective morali- 
ty, or be a filmed position paper on 
inclusiveness. The chant “We're 
here, we’re queer, get over it” can be 
directed inward as well as outward; 
questions of the “Is this film affir- 
mational enough?” variety that used 
to seem so very important are now a 
tad superfluous. We can even afford 
to laugh at and embrace those old 
negative images, such as those seen 
in the “Killer Lesbians” program — 
they no longer threaten to define us 
in the world’s eyes. 

Of course, San Francisco does re- 
main something of a bubble, always 
a couple laps ahead in terms of au- 
dience sophistication, niche self-def- 
inition, and so-over-that-ness. 
Hence this first few days of the 24th 
festival proved most striking not for 
what was on-screen but for who was 
in the seats. Opening-night feature 
Punks offered the cheering develop- 
ment of a standard-issue gay date

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movie (bitch quips, lip-synching, 
meeting Mr. Right) not populated 
by the usual WASP J Crew model- 
turned-actor types but by a roster of 
African American — and one Latino 
— honeys. One very small step for- 
ward for gay cinema in general, one 
giant step forward for escapist gay 
cinema in particular — yes, diversity 
can by fun! For all! Afterward, in the 
sardine intimacy of the kickoff 
party, everyone's eagerness to feel 
good about themselves, the festival, 
and the opening film seemed happi- 
ly justified for once by a feel-good 
movie it felt good to feel good 
about. 

The next afternoon, Friday, an- 
other packed Castro house — does 
anyone have a day job out there? — 
tilted away from the A-list and cir- 
cuit party regulars toward extra 
crunchy granoladom, as a largely 
middle-aged, womyn-loving-womyn 
contingent turned out to belatedly 
weigh HBO’s star-laden broadcast 
omnibus If These Walls Could Talk 2. 
(Verdict: Pretty damn good for TV, 
though Showtime’s tortuously 
preachy equivalent Common 
Ground, showing today at 6 p.m., is 
pretty damn awful.) At 6:30 p.m., 
every lesbian Latino, as well as every 
under-30 Lexington regular, plus 
their friends and family, showed up 
for Desi’s Looking for a New Girl, the 
Mary Guzmdn-directed comedy as 
lightweight as its production cir- 
cumstances (six years of toil and 


budget scraping) were oppressive. 
Meanwhile at the Roxie, a program 
of shorts by France’s Francois Ozon 
incited a Lesbian and Gay Fest flash- 
back: the sinister See the Sea jabbed 
an old but still-throbbing nerve, 
prompting much furious rhetoric 
about positive lesbian imagery, mis- 
representation, and so forth. A few 
years back, such debates got pretty 
old, but now they’re rare enough to 
be nostalgic. Besides, Lesbian and 
Gay Fest audiences are beautiful 
when they’re angry. 

By contrast, no heavy thoughts 
were hoisted at 101 Rent Boys, whose 
audience clearly preferred to do its 
lifting at the gym. It was a toss-up as 
to whether the Woof Factor ran 
higher on-screen or off. The next 
night answered these Jacks with a 
Jill-off: The premiere of S.I.R. Pro- 
ductions’ “fabulous dyke pornos” 
Hard Love and How to Fuck in High 
Heels brought out the butch/femme 
fetish wear in bulk, from feather 
boas and white platform go-gos to 
combat boots and stubble-dos. 
When the filmmakers (Good Vibra- 
tions alums, of course) promised 
this lot a “rockin’ good time,” it 
seemed redundant: who needed 
video shagging? The audience was 
already a party outta bounds. I 
didn’t stay long, but then I knew the 
ending already: half the theater 
scored the other half’s number and 
will be calling for that coffee date by

As 
outrageous and undisciplined as the 
writing is, it also displays flashes of 
real talent, idiosyncrasy, and passion. 
Wilkins actively courts an over-the- 
top aesthetic: there’s enough scream- 
ing, slapping, and shooting in the play 
for a dozen soap operas. As with the 
Shawn plays, the theatrical world Last 
Planet is pursuing is original, chal- 


pick up the slack. Wilkins does make 
good use of cell’s extensive space in 
his staging, creating a compelling 
flow of movement and several strik- 
ing images, particularly with some 
Japanese parasols that seem to have 
been recycled from Shawn’s Marie 
and Bruce and that find more apt em- 
ployment here. 

Underneath all of the show’s self-

‘Shockheaded Peter’ 

Over the past two weeks it’s been fas- 
cinating to see how the world of chil- 
dren’s stories, so often ghettoized in 
theater, have been asserting them- 
selves on grown-up stages. Along with 
Disney’s Beauty and the Beast came 
Kissing the Witch at the Magic, a de- 
cidedly mature reconsideration of 
fairy tales. Now, as the final offering 
of ACT’s season, and itself a replace- 
ment for the postponed Some-Kind- 
of-Wind-in-the-Willows, comes the 

British import Shockheaded Peter, in- 
spired by Heinrich Hoffmann’s classic 
Der Struswwelpeter. 

Originally written and illustrated 
for the amusement of Hoffmann’s 
son, the book was created by a mid- 
19th-century father disappointed in 
the limited children’s literature of his 
day, which he found overly sanitized, 
didactic, or simply boring. A hundred 
and fifty years later many parents find 
themselves facing the same dilemma, 
and this most successful of “chil- 
dren’s” books may once again be the 
ticket for audiences of all ages — al- 
though spectators under age 10 are 
warned that the show may prove too 
shocking for them. 

It’s actually pretty shocking for 
anyone. These tales of Slovenly Peter, 
Fidgety Phil, Cruel Frederick, and the 
highly combustible Harriet are glee- 
fully morbid in portraying the grisly 
premature ends met by children who, 
in one way or another, disobey the 
rules. What’s surprising even in these 
post-Edward Gorey days is how dark- 
ly funny this grotesquerie can be, 
even as it appalls you. Oné of the real 
achievements of this international hit 
is how successfully it treads the line 
between humor and horror. 

This Cultural Industry production, 
collectively created by actors, design- 
ers, and craft makers together with 
codirectors Phelim McDermott and 
Julian Crouch, is a triumph of the- 
atrical means. Subtitled “A Junk 
Opera,” the show beautifully utilizes 
a Victorian toy theater set designed 
by Crouch and Graeme Gilmour, 
complete with trap doors, forced per- 
spective, and dodgy trompe l'oeil ef- 
fects. It also profits from some point- 
edly amateurish but effective pup- 
petry, Kevin Pollard’s clever trick 
costumes (Harriet’s self-immolating 
dress is a particular highlight), and a 
talented, fearless cast. 

’ The latter is led by Julian Bleach’s 
hilariously macabre actor-manager, 
who serves as a skeletal master of cer- 
emonies throughout and pops up in 
guises ranging from Richard III to 
Shockheaded Peter himself. Bleach’s 
brilliantly scathing performance 
holds the evening together, and the 
final magic comes from the Tiger Lil- 
lies, an underground band from Eng- 
land. The songs by the amazing “cas- 
trato crooner” Martyn Jacques, per- 
formed to seamy perfection with 
bandmates Adrian Huge and Adrian 


Stout, revel in Hoffmann’s jet-black 
comedy and perversity. It’s a match 
made in heaven or hell, depending on 
your preference. 

The result is a freshly conceived 
and wonderfully executed entertain- 
ment. I have to admit to a limited ap- 
petite for macabre humor, and no 
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matter how sprightly the delivery, a 
cycle of stories whose punch lines are 
always provided by a child’s death 
can quickly wear thin with me. But 
the pleasures of Shockheaded Peter 
exceed those drawbacks. One of 
McDermott and Crouch’s key contri- 
butions is to depict a set of parents so

disappointed by the child they have 
created they bury it beneath the 
floorboards.

The Lesbian and Gay Dance Fest’s first program 
serves familiar treats. By Rita Felciano 


he first of two programs of this 

year’s San Francisco Lesbian 

and Gay Dance Festival was 

not nearly as odd as its name 

— “The Dance Bizarre” — 
promised. Some of it looked posi- 
tively mainstream. But enough irrev- 
erent, love-of-camp spirit wafted 
through the halls of the tinsel-strewn 
Dance Mission Theater to put the 
surprisingly small crowd into a fes- 
tive mood. The audience had reason 
to be happy: they were greeted by 
Wayne Hazzard — in high-heeled 
platform shoes, a spiky papier- 
maché hat, and beribboned nightie 
— passing out Blow Pops, Fruitolas, 
and Cracker Jacks. 

As an artist, Hazzard has been ex- 
perimenting with a cabaret form in 
which dance and language, humor 
and pain, silliness and death coexist. 
Dancer 43 is a new piece in which 
these elements fuse admirably. The 
solo opens with Hazzard traipsing 
around on his high heels and turn- 
ing on the lights in a fantastical 
cardboard City of Oz. At the core of 
Dancer is a monologue that reclaims 
and defuses hate language; it 
crescendos into an “I love you” 
paean only to crash down into a 
strangulated cry. After two dainty, 
plaintively danced music-box tunes, 
Hazzard grabs one end of his lighted 
city and drags it with him as he 
exits. Since Hazzard’s Dancer’s 
Group is losing its home, one hopes 
that this ending was not based ona 
premonition. 

As she demonstrated most recent- 
ly in the monologues from Queen of 
Sheba, Krissy Keefer is one of a rare 
breed of dancers who can deliver 
texts effectively, even if she has to 
spit them out at machine-gun inten- 
sity. Her newest work, Steel Lady 
(based on a poem by Pyramid and 
performed by members of her Dance 
Brigade), deals with a common cir- 
cus act: a beautiful woman gets 
strapped to a turning wheel and a 
guy throws knives at her. Hard- 
edged, dark, and funny, the text and 
the choreography played with the 
voyeurism and S-M implications of 
that scenario. Most interesting was 
the deliberate pacing and the piece’s 
reversal of the male gaze-oriented 
perspective. This Steel Lady was any- 
thing but a passive participant in the 
show. 

Another high point was an excerpt 
from Steamroller’s Young Gods, first 
seen last year at ODC Theater. One 
of Jesselito Bie’s most formal and 
maybe most successful works, the 


piece looked better in the more box- 
like Dance Mission Theater. Bie de- 
ployed the three couples — perform- 
ing over, under, and on top of three 
portable ballet barres — in clear geo- 
metric patterns: mirror, parallel, 
contrapuntal, and canonic forma- 
tions. Yet the dancers’ sharp attacks, 
weighted athleticism, and defiance of 
stance undermined everything for- 
malism implies. Gods is a balletic an- 
tiballet. 

Though she is not really a dancer, 
Sara Felder — master of timing, un- 
pretentious performer, and immacu- 
late technician — is a treat wherever 
she graces a program. She con- 
tributed two No Idea gems to the fes- 
tivities. In the first, she did a jug- 
gler’s interpretation of one of ballet’s 
chestnuts, the pas de deux from Le 
Corsaire: her baton performed the 
spectacular leaps and turns of the 
male variation, while a glass bell took 
on the ballerina’s spitfire pointe 
work. (It would be fun to see Felder 
perform this piece against a projec- 
tion of the sections from the original 
ballet.) In the second piece, Felder 
recited a dyke-perspectived Dr. 
Seuss-style reader. 

In addition to Charlie Hodge’s 
amusing Flag Fag, two members of 
Kunststoff, Tomi Paasonen and 
Yannis Adoniou, also presented 
works. Paasonen, a former ballet 
dancer, seems to be on an antitech- 
nique trajectory. Perhaps he hopes 
that visual imagery can replace 
movement invention; if so, the con- 
ceit doesn’t work. If bodies move, 
what they do needs to be articulat- 
ed, not haphazardly presented.-Paa- 
sonen’s splendid costumes (full- 
body stockings and masks) suggest- 
ed aliens, but what he gave his 
dancers was inchoate. A duet with a 
rubber doll — of course it got de- 
flated in the end — was positively 
banal. 

Adoniou’s formally experimental 
Focus on Blue shifts its attention be- 
tween two sets of dancers, perform- 
ing in separate stage areas. Like the 
film director that he also is, the 
choreographer directs our gaze back 
and forth between events that might 
or might not be related to each 
other. In one a pair of women gradu- 
ally emerge from under their hair- 
covered faces; in the other a surreal- 
ism-spouting poet pursues another 
hair-disguised dancer. My suspicion 
is that there is less to this filmic ex- 
ploration of style than meets the 
eye. % 
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The male gaze

t’s probably not too much of a gener- 

alization to say that in photography, 

the language of self-scrutiny has be- 
longed mostly to women. Cindy 

Sherman, Francesca Woodman, and 
Nan Goldin are the most obvious re- 
cent examples of a trend that stretches 
back at least as far as Imogen Cunning- 
ham. While male photographers have 
tended to turn the camera outward, 
their female counterparts have been 
more willing to use their own bodies as 
a means to describe female experience. 

For that reason alone, the pho- 
tographs of Paul Smith and Peter 
Haakon Thompson would be fascinat- 
ing even if they had no artistic merit 
(they do). Both photographers use 
themselves to explore issues of male 
identity; both investigate a linkage be- 
tween personality and environment. 
Beyond that, and the fact that they're 
the same age (29), these two emerging 
artists have very little in common. 

At first glance, there seems nothing 
unusual about Smith’s photographs. 
Taken in British pubs, flats, and pool 
halls, they show a variety of peculiarly 
male bonding rites. Guys drink and 
brawl, mug for the camera while 
dressed in drag, or pose suggestively 
with a giant cucumber. The style is late- 
20th-century point-and-shoot, com- 
plete with overexposures and the occa- 
sional blur. These “snaps” could come 
from almost any young guy’s college- 
era album. 

But look closer, and you'll begin to 


see that something doesn’t quite gel. 
Studied at length, the men in Smith’s 
photographs begin to look strangely 
similar. All have brown hair, a lanky 
build, and a smile that’s both rakish and 
goofy. All seem recklessly uninhibited. 
There’s a good reason for that: they're 
all Smith. 

Welcome to the brave new world of 
digital photography, which — together 
with his depiction of “lad” culture and 
his gleeful exhibitionism — has cata- 
pulted Smith to the top of the artistic 
food chain in England. One of the latest 
artists to have been anointed by art 
mogul Charles Saatchi, Smith recently 
featured prominently in Saatchi’s first 
major post-“Sensation” show, “Neurotic 
Realism Part One.” 

While he’s not exactly neurotic, 
Smith has certainly set up his artificial 
world to look deeply realistic. Fight 
shows a man with a bloody nose being 
forcibly restrained by a friend as he 
lunges toward an unseen aggressor; in 
Sick, a barely animate man slumps by a 
vomit-splattered toilet. With its focus 
on luridness and squalor, Smith’s work 
dovetails nicely with the bad-boy aes- 
thetic of writers like Martin Amis and 
Irvine Welsh (with a touch of Chuck 
Palahniuk’s Fight Club thrown in for 
good measure). 

Nothing could be more different 
than Thompson’s gently whimsical self- 
portraits. Now a Bay Area resident, 
Thompson sees his Midwestern roots as 
the locus of his identity. In his tiny, 
jewel-bright images, 
cornfields and forests 
in Minnesota and Illi- 
nois are backdrops on 
which the photogra- 
pher imposes himself 
in various physical or 
emotional ways. At 
times he’s engulfed by 
vegetation, as the giant 
leaf of a corn stalk cuts 
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across his face, or his legs are swallowed 
by a field of verdant soybean plants. In 
other shots his hand hovers at the edge 
of a frame, or he’s only present as the 
intelligence choosing and framing a 
shot of a distant lake or a snow-covered 
forest. 

Smith’s work uses technology and 
role-playing to interesting effect, but 
the extent to which it illuminates male 
behavior might be limited. I couldn't 
help comparing “Make My Night” with 
Cindy Sherman’s “Untitled Film Stills,” 
her seminal work from the early ’80s in 
which she posed as characters from 
simulated B movies. Unlike the women 
in that series, each of whom was an en- 
tirely different character, Smith’s rau- 
cous men are essentially all the same 
guy. In fact, that’s part of his point: 
men, we're to believe, become pack ani- 
mals when they get together in groups. 
Even so, compared with the spectrum 
of female experience Sherman evoked, 
“Make My Night” seems shallow. A pre- 
vious series, “Artist’s Rifles,” in which 
Smith uses the same techniques of digi- 
tization to put himself in the roles of 
trainee soldiers, offers a more multi- 
layered depiction of male role-playing. 
Unfortunately, only two images from 
that series are on show here. 

Thompson's work may not be as 
flashy as Smith’s, and given its air of re- 
serve, it’s unlikely to be acquired by 
Charles Saatchi. But in his own way, 
Thompson might be saying something 
just as profound about masculinity. The 
old feminist battle cry “the personal is 
political” seems apt when applied to 
these lyrical images; in his quiet way, 
Thompson suggests that self-definition 
is best mediated through individual, 
not collective, experience. “

Sounding off about New Age music. By David Meltzer 


ike Y2K, the New Age is old 

news. Unlike Y2K, the New Age 

remains big business. The bodies 

of boomers, yuppie scum, and 

dot-commers have a powerful 
need for healing — their bodies and 
psyches are fireplaces of continual fas- 
cination. To fill their needs, a nonstop 
cornucopia spews forth: immortality 
nostrums, condiments, vitamins, sup- 
plements, body washes, shampoos, re- 
vitalizers, spiritual Club Med cruises 
to Yogaville, Buddha land, Avalon, 
aura tune-ups, aromatherapy, color 
therapy, wellness trade fairs, self-help 
videos, instructional tapes. And 
today’s topic, a tricky hybrid called 
New Age music. 

Name a spiritual tradition that 
doesn’t use music or put big signifi- 
cance on sound’s soul-morphing po- 
tency for tapping into the sacred. The 
power of music to transform hearts 
and minds has origins in ancient 
Eastern and Western cultures. In the 
1940s motivational researchers con- 
cocted the Taylorized notion of mak- 
ing workers and shoppers groove to 
the grave with Muzak — drudgery’s 
dreamy soundtrack to make minds 
drift into Jello dunes of disconnect. 
“Mood” was seen as manageable by 
music in certain modes and tones that 
ad agencies know inside out. 

Blame it on Erik Satie (who died in 
1925). Musical innovator, godfather 
of minimalism, Satie once wrote 
music for a gallery opening that he 
called “furniture music,” an unobtru- 
sive ambient sonic texture to accom- 


pany artsy-fartsy browsers in their 
reveries. (Other than Pachelbel’s 
Canon, Satie’s “Trois Gymnopédies” 
seems to be the composition most pil- 
fered and reworked by New Age musi- 
cians and soundtrack composers for 
weepy or elegiac moments. A close 
third might be Samuel Barber’s Ada- 
gio for Strings.) 

The market possibility for lanoliz- 
ing sounds may have reached its first 
plateau during the ’50s, with the ap- 
pearance of the LP. New genres flour- 
ished, like mood music and exotica 
(and cover art with sultry babes in di- 
aphanous garb nuzzling silky bed- 
sheets, or mocha-colored jungle god- 
desses dancing in wild reverie around 
tribal photo-studio fires). Hefner 
wanna-bes plopped these platters on 
the hi-fi turntable as aphrodisiac 
make-out music. Stereophonic sound 
emerged, and with it additional gen- 
res like “space music” (theremins, 
bongos, background voices intoning 
wordless cosmic oatmeal) and envi- 
ronmental soundscapes (surf lapping 
shoreline or birds in the backyard), as 
well as first passes at electronically 
generated music. 

In the venal world of New Age spir- 
ituality, music is a product enhancer 
for the privileged vision of elite re- 
demption. An Aryanized heavenly 
aura radiates from images shining in 
mystic color-coordinated rays on cov- 
ers of magazines, books, albums, 
tchotchkes: Breck-sheen-perfect, gold- 
en-haired, blue-eyed Angels and 
Evolved Beings — Gods and God- 


desses from the North, 
reminiscent of kitschy pics 
of a tall, lean, fit blond, 
blue-eyed Jesus the Aryan. 
Look through in-house 
periodicals like New Age, 
Yoga Journal, or Sage 
Woman, as well as liberal 
Styrofoam meringues like 
Mother Jones and Utne 
Reader and old-timers like 
Prevention (which prints 
ads for pharmaceuticals 
with the obligatory save- 
your-ass-Doc small print) 
and recently resurrected 
Fate, now owned by a 
major esoteric publisher as 
a way to promote and ad- 
vertise its titles. 

Despite cameo appear- 
ances by people of color as 
| gurus, therapists, healers, 
| and instructors of Eastern 
practices like yoga, tai chi, 
aikido, it’s a snow- 
blindingly white utopia of 
culture cannibals, a hy- 
bridized, empire-building, 
clueless, colonialist ham- 
ster hegemony. They de- 
vour “savage” and “primi- 
tive” and “other” like popcorn at the 
octoplex. It’s all on display for moistly 
yearning tourists; digitalized “indige- 
nous” peoples’ sonic fantasies trans- 
lated by pomo white-bread musicians 
and engineers into collage ribbons of 
relaxation for “personal growth and 
healing.” Gourmands of “imaginary 
communities” (to bite 
Benedict Anderson’s book 
title) need constant nour- 
ishment and affirmation 
from dark others whose 
civilizations yupsters di- 
rectly or indirectly de- 
stroy with their needy at- 
tentions. It’s another riff 
on Mammy, the essential 
wet nurse for nurturing 
white folks in a slave- 
based economy. 

Which brings me to 
three of this year’s big 
sellers. The New Age 
chart reflects the mega- 
corp unified field theory 
of Kulturkampf. Nothing 
is sacred. And, of course, 
everything is sacred. 
Irish violinist Fionnuala 
Sherry and Norwegian 
pianist Rolf Lovland are 
Secret Garden, whose 
first two CDs have sold 
more than 1.6 million 
units. The cover of Dawn 
of a New Century shows 
the tinted blond hair 
duo superimposed ona 
sunrise scene, looking 
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straight into our inner child. 

Ina press release Sherry tells us 
that “all the songs tell a story.... some 
relate to ancient fairy tales of fear and 
abandonment, others harken back to 
nature.” Schlocky pretentious 
pompous kitsch that has sold like 
halos. The album pulsates with a neo- 
Christian Day-Glo angel, Celtic heroic 
soundtrack that reels into the digital 
lights of 
Paradise.com. Syn- 
thesizers and choir 
escalate to dona 
nobis pacem, Gaelic

ing the end of the line.... on maps ... 
in the sand ... that cause separation 
and suspicion and lead us to invent ... 
words such as geopolitics and xeno- 
phobia.” (My friend, poet and cultural 
critic Nathaniel Mackey, once 
e-mailed me about how the words 
“world beat” meant to him “beaten 
world.”) Arkenstone’s sound-designed 
side show demonstrates a slick 
reimagining of 
“world music” 
through the benign 
containment of 
white imperial 


incantations are 
swaddled in freeze- 
frame uplift, con- 
cluding with the 
portentous “Dawn 
of a New Century,”

Veteran New Ager David Arken- 
stone’s Citizen of the World is another 
chart buster. Wearing the white silk 
suit of the intrepid-but-cool global 
traveler or colonial plantation owner, 
Kenny G hair frosted blond, Arken- 
stone writes in his liner notes that he 
“likes to think that we, as individuals 
within a global society, are approach-

ogues of ruins, the 
conquered reinvent- 
ed by the con- 
querors. 

Another top sell- 
er is Steve Roach’s 
Light Fantastic, a su- 
perbly realized CD 
of electronically 
generated musics 
and cues by another 
old-timer who, 
from the 80s on, has widened his 
scope and deepened his craft. Like too 
many New Age albums, this morphs 
into multiple categories of ambient, 
electronica, techno, process, and 
trance, with sonic traces of world via 
exotic drums, tamboura, and synthed 
samples. Roach is listed as playing 
“analog and digital soundworlds, hy- 
brid and fractal groove creation, 
acoustic percussion.” “Soundworlds” 
is an accurate tag for what Roach and 
Continued on page 75 
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his group create — sonic worlds one 
trips through and within or, if it’s 
going another way, a vague hum in 
the background at a nu-faux café on 
Valencia. 

The two-CD Live on Earth by Krish- 
na Das sells like Styrofoam chapatis to 
bhindi white folks whose parents may 
have either laughed at or joined the 
Hare Krishnas of the late 60s. Maybe 
it’s all about the platinum Gregorian 
chant CD and packaging old-time reli- 
gion as millennial lifeboat. Krishna Das 
and his choir of cosmic bhakti buds 
celebrate Krishna with little musical or 
vocal variation. The result sounds like a 
Baptist summer camp sing-along. 

Windham Hill’s chart topper is An- 
gels of Venice’s self-titled album, the 
one with the foldout insert full of 
thanks, credits, kudos, product en- 
dorsements, and glamorama shots of 
each of the four women in the group. 
New Age Dixie Chicks, they’re accom- 
plished musicians based in southern 
California who offer an immaculately 
predictable but satisfying mélange of 
transmigrated world musics with a 
strong Celtic melancholic lilt punched 
up by Middle Eastern insistence — 
harps, dulcimers, mandolins, 
bouzoukis, flutes, recorders, Gregorian, 
Arabic, Gaelic vocal weaves are woven 
into the mix, heavy on echo and 
woofer-compliant bass. 

Silliest to my ear is the three-CD box 
Music for Ayurveda: A Complete Pro- 
gram for Radiant Health, Abundant En- 
ergy and Peak Performance, composed 
and performed hy Dr. Janetta Petkus, a 
music therapist. Each CD is devoted to 
one of three body-mind types (or 
“doshas”: Vata, Pitta, and Kapha, 
which form the core of the ancient In- 
dian healing system. Petkus plays synth 
doggerel that sounds like primitive 
video game music. Each track sounds 
like a piano exercise for kids — played 
in that same determined, plodding 
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manner. How these sounds will “bring 
you tranquillity, aliveness, and optimal 
performance” beats me. 

Soulfood’s Breathe is out of the hit 
parade loop, but emblematic of New 
Age theopolitics. Produced, performed, 
and Barnumed by DJ Free (program 
director for Netradio’s Earthbeat show, 
at www.netradio.net/earthbeat), 
“whose [according to Free himself] 
Sammi (Scandinavian) ancestral her- 
itage ... piqued his interest in learning 
more about the world’s ancient indige- 
nous cultures.” He goes on to report, 
with much sincerity, on how indige- 
nous peoples combining their “musical 
influences with contemporary Western 
approaches allow us the opportunity to 
bridge together two unique yet com- 
plementary styles.” 

Native American, Maori, Aborigi- 
nal, Polynesian, Anu, Masai, Bushmen, 
Tibet, Mayan, “and other indigenous 
cultures share a belief system which il- 
luminates our present role on this 
planet.” The first CD is a soundscape 
of the medicine wheel; its seven tracks 
sample, zap, and merge voices and in- 
struments from indigenous cultures 
that, despite good intentions, remain 
zooed within a conqueror’s musical 
language and technology. The war- 
den’s sense of form and function en- 
gulfs environmental sound loops 
(wolf howls, birds, thunder, rainfall, 
dolphin arias); native singers chant on 
clouds of synthesized weltschmerz, 
heavy breathing, flutes, drums, and 
didgeridoos. The benign all- 
encompassing romantic artist-hero is 
still in charge, busy building an elec- 
tronic myth of what was, reinvented to 
accommodate what is. 

Which is the end of what was. 
Breathe expresses the Iron John patriar- 
chal reclamation — in which the cli- 
max is followed by an ebb tide, usually 
poignant and melancholic. Coming 
without going, climaxing without ar- 
riving, yet secure in that cultural loop 
— first worlders entrapped, as is the 
exotic other. * 
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hen a practical gait strides into 
Wres strut and then two blocks 

down lumbers into breathy, 
squinting, wet-lipped swagger, when 
shoes fall out of favor in the midst of a 
heady June, San Francisco finds itself 
in the unusual situation of having its 
summer during summer. Every hair 
follicle trembles, and every fold, 
crevice, and conjunction of flesh 
burns in the it’s-not-the-heat-it’s-the- 
humidity. You may sit in your clothes 
like a squeezed lemon wrapped in 
cheesecloth beside a half-eaten plate 
of scampi. You may think yourself 
protected in the white-walled chill of a 
controlled-climate cubicle farm only 
to be violated by the steaming 
meringue of nature’s “breeze” during 
your lunch hour. This is the sort of 
summer for which the rest of the 
country has waited only a year, but it 
is a summer for which San Francis- 
cans have been waiting a long time, a 
summer that inches through its week- 
days with such insistent lethargy and 
drearily fabulous swelter that its week- 
ends are heralded with fanfare and 
abandon. 

And lo, though we may vote against 
the grain and our nuns may have 
beards and roller skates, though our 
sick may find salvation in bong water 
and our leader may look equally stylish 


in a quality fedora or a banana cream 
pie, without question we San Francis- 
cans are Americans. At least once this 
summer you should find yourself wor- 
shiping the sun in minimal attire at 
that propane-scented congregation 
known as the Barbecue. Whether 
you're nibbling on a grilled Portabello 
and sipping a cool Liparita cab or 
wolfing a Hebrew National and kissing 
a six of Downtown Brown (like me), 
you will be listening to music, most 
likely blurting from speakers propped 
up on windowsills or drifting from an 
open patio door. If you are not listen- 
ing to music, you may have stumbled 
into what is gently known as a garden 
party, perhaps merely a meal out- 
doors. Regardless, no music, no barbe- 
cue, and without the proper music, 
everyone will leave by 4:30. 

Of course, there are worlds and 
worlds of summer tunage, and what- 
ever suggestions I provide will be far 
from absolute. Thus, before I throw 
you the shimmy-shake shouts and 
post-roar serenity, it’s a good idea to 
begin with those musical selections 
that you should keep away from your 
stereo the day of the barbecue, be- 
cause even if you don’t intend to play 
them, someone will find them and 
play them anyway. 

I have a very close friend who, at a 
barbecue seven years ago in the Mal- 
ibu hills, made a very strong case for 
the place of the Eagles’ music among 
the shirtless SoCal partygoers drink- 
ing canned beer, smoking cheap

Don’t look back 


ot sure | know why, but all these 
(| ghettos — dancehall, hip- 

hop, R&B, even the black Brit two- 
step scene — seem to be coming to- 
gether inna fine style and fashion this 
summer. And Spragga Benz’s third 
album, Fully Loaded, is the best dance- 
hall record yet this year, in no small 
part owing to its worldly-wise negotia- 
tion of this multi-genre convergence. 

Alongside masterful riddim-riding 
on club hits “Wi Nuh Like” and “She 
Nuh Ready Yet,” Benzspeculous 
bridges the Hot Boys and Ward 21, 
Todd Terry and Terror Fabulous. His 
rendering of a flossy soundboy’s rise 
and fall, “Weh Ya Seh Star,” redoes 
Juvenile’s “Ha” yardie style: “You 
done know! Man a big DJ character, 
an’ next year wi’ a turn actor, ah col- 
lect all Grammy and Oscar.” It’s just 
one of many brilliantly dispatched 
moments as Spragga mines the rich 
vein between N’Awlins bling-bling and 
Jamaican run-ting, a fertile cross-water 
distance once traveled by ’60s ska 
shouters and ’70s funksters. 

But Spragga is even more shocking 
when he crashes through dancehall’s 
fourth wall into new sounds from for- 
eign. The breakbeat-happy “Pum- 
Pum Conqueror” — yo, anybody re- 
member sk’ouse? “Rookie” Tyrel 


does! — and the black-riotous, Terry- 
produced “Mur-Da-Rah!” nod tanta- 
lizingly toward the two-step crowd. 
The layers of out-Timbaland-ish acid 
rumble on “Supposed 2 Know” and 
the oh-Aaliyah interpolation on 
“Badman Anthem” aren’t just end- 
lessly enjoyable, they actually feel like 
some sort of poetic justice — kinda 
like, why didn’t somebody think of 
this before? 

By moving forward to meet the 
brave new pop world, Spragga seems to 
have taken a much different path than 
his mentor and friend Buju Banton. 
During the early 90s, when Banton 
ruled the sound systems, he dared the 
youngster to take his turn pon the mic, 
and Benz never looked back. On 
Buju’s new album, however, looking 
back seems to be exactly what the for- 
mer dancehall king is doing. 

Unchained Spirit — released on the 
punk label Epitaph courtesy of his Bay 
Area friends, Rancid — tries to put 
the rock back in roots reggae. If his 
Til Shiloh invoked comparisons to 
Marley, the ploddingly sequenced, 
often overwritten Spirit feels like reg- 
gae through rock eyes. The album 
opens promisingly with “Psalm 23,” a 
beautifully realized reading of the 
verse over majestic chords. But the 
album continues in this ponderous 
vein until Banton begins to sound sus-

weed, and chomping on Costco pat- 
ties and Wonder buns, all under the 
scorching Saturday sky. He argued 
that this was where the songs of the 
Eagles were born, and that in the at- 
rophied evolution of post-boomer 
beach culture, this was still where 
they belonged. Never mind the trib- 
ute albums or the reunions, the 
Miami Vice appearances or the bids 
for president, the Don Henley albums 
or even tired old Don Henley himself. 
Their music, for all its hokey bom- 
bast, belonged to the mellow gold- 
skinned people — the hairy, oiled 
men and their soft, lanky women. 

My friend may have been right — 
so long as no more than five Eagles 
songs (none of which is “Hotel Cali- 
fornia”) are played. However, this is 
San Francisco, and though we have 
our own problems with longtime resi- 
dents experiencing displacement in 
time, that time is generally not the 
summer of 1972. Thus, all Eagles 
should be banned from summertime 
play here — I'd say outlawed within 
city limits year-round, but that sounds 
much too oppressive, and everyone is 
entitled to his or her own private in- 
dulgences. We may admire the hairy, 
oiled men and the golden, soft, lanky 
women, but their music blows.

piciously like an aging Peter Gabriel 
trying to get arena fans to wave their 
lighters. 

A turn with Luciano on “We Be Al- 
right” and a ride back down yard on 
“Guns and Bombs” are fresh air amid 
a claustrophobic set. Only last year’s 
smash with Beres Hammond — the 
Tamika Award-winning “Pull It Up” 
— feels completely spontaneous and 
vital, but the moment takes too long to 
come. “Lift it up, pull it up, jack it up! 
Can you play some more?” Hammond 
begs. Interestingly enough, the song 
plays twice on Spirit. 

Unlike Benz’s seemingly effortless 
syncretism, Banton’s crossover feels 
forced. The four-minute “No More 
Misty Days,” a requisite collaboration 
with Rancid, is a sliver of an idea that 
goes two minutes too long. That idea 
— that a Marley-esque messiah can 
rise again from the slums of Jamaica 
— seems to belong to another genera- 
tion, especially in this age of the anti- 
hero, the gangsta, and the IMF- 
displaced fourth-world tire burner. 
Two years ago Banton sang plaintively 
on 45, “I wanna rule my destiny.” On 
his 7-inch releases, his sandpaper voice 
still invigorates with the weight of it — 
just check his latest side, “Homeless,” a 
felt sufferer’s cry in the old tradition. 
May he continue down the road to- 
ward controlling his destiny. +

(Interscope/Rawkus) 

Jurassic 5 push hip-hop forward by | 
returning to the past. Like the Cold 
Crush Bros. and other rap pioneers, 
J5 sing with harmonized choruses and 
rhyme in tag-team fashion. But while 
their songs recall a more innocent 
and casual era in hip-hop’s history, 
the time warp is deceptive. Dig into 
the verses of MCs Akil, Chali 2na, 
Mark even, and Zaakir, and you'll 
find keen and witty rhymes that are 
far more sophisticated than the nurs- 
ery-school styles of yore. Likewise, 
DJs Nu-Mark and Cut Chemist rav- 
age the catalogs of obscure funk la- 
bels, hunting down loops that power 
the tracks with a simple but soulful 
appeal. 

The danger here is the redundancy 
of the old-school style — but J5 
wisely mix up the song selection. 
Though there are some duds — 
especially the played-out basketball- 
inspired “The Game” and the older, 
anemic “Improvise” — songs like the 
doo-woppin’ “The Influence” and the 
thoughtful morality tale “Contribu- 
tion” show that J5 can do more than 
just rhyme in unison and brag about 
group chemistry. 

Best of all, there’s a set of six songs, 


starting with the funk bump “Quality 
Control” and ending with the piston- 
paced “Jurass Finish First,’ where J5 
are just incredible — because at their 
best, when all the verbal and musical 
elements fuse together just right, 
their “playground tactics” go far be- 
yond immortalizing tradition. 
There’s more to J5 than just party at- 
titude; they put a passion and joy 
back into a genre not exactly over- 
flowing with either. If this section of 
Quality Control doesn’t reach deep 
inside you and make you giddy, for- 
get it: hip-hop’s not dead — you are.

You Think It’s like This 

but Really It’s like This (K) 

Only five songs into You Think It’s like 
This and Mirah’s excellent full-length 
debut nearly collapses under its own 
emotional weight by inverting the 
80s new-wave catchphrase of the hit 
“Never Say Never.” Where Romeo 
Void sleazily offered the hope of love 
in exchange for sex (“I might like you 
better if we slept together”), Olympia, 
Wash.’s Mirah offers sex in exchange 
for that same hope (“If we sleep to- 
gether, would it make it any better?”). 
At her wits’ end, she'll try anything to 
save her relationship — only, as we 
eventually discover, when you reach 
that point, there’s never anything left 
to save. 

Still, the offer is so heartbreakingly 
hopeful that — for a split second — 
her sheer desperation actually seems 
sincere and heartfelt enough to make 
everything all right. But innocence is 
fleeting at best and rarely protects you 
(at least in matters of the heart), so 
these 16 wistfully optimistic looks at 
love are a thoroughly moving affair. 
It’s not that Mirah doesn’t understand 
love has both ups and downs; it’s just 
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an anomaly to hear such a startlingly 
unguarded and hopeful perspective in 
the face of today’s overly ironic and 
cynical music climate. It’s gutsy to be 
honest when it’s so hip to be glib, and 
given her slightly skewed pop sensibil- 
ities, it's doubtful Mirah yearns for 
indie in-crowd status. 

With the help of Phil Elvrum (D+, 
the Microphones), Mirah has crafted 
a thoroughly engaging album of 
sparse, shimmering-sea soundwaves 
that swirl and curl around her vocals. 
Somewhere between the elusively 
coined genres of pop and folk, her 
lullabies and forget-me-nots sparkle 
and shine as if no one ever rained on 
her true love parade. If her wide- 
eyed determination is an indication, 
then we should all be so lucky.

People under

of an Answer (Om) 

Although a flurry of new hip-hop re- 
leases from Golden State artists have 
dropped recently, the duo of Thes 
One and Double KK, a.k.a. People 
under the Stairs, may have harvested 
the stankiest dank of the current 
crop of West Coast underground 
records. Question in the Form of an 
Answer is an instant rap classic, the 
kind that rarely gets made anymore 
in these days of superthug emulation 
and obsessive-compulsive ghetto fab- 
ulism. Its tracks smothered with hot 
buttered soul vibes and overflowing 
with potent punch lines, Question 
boasts plenty of hip-hop attitude, yet 
rarely gets obnoxious. 

The first thing you'll notice when 
you play this is the sound. Crate dig- 
gers to the core, PUTS go so far as to 
bite the distinctive CTI logo and 
make a song called “43 Labels I Like.” 
But a healthy addiction to breakbeats 
— obtained from swap meets, out of 
the way mom-and-pop shops, and 
the crate of that wack DJ while he 
wasn't looking — is only half the 
story. Anyone can loop a break; what 
PUTS do is make their bag of pur- 
loined beats entirely their own. The 
results are engaging, captivating, and 
well worth rewinding. 

The second remarkable thing 
about PUTS is their flow. Whatever 
the essence of hip-hop is, they have 
it. They come across as naturally 
dope, mainly because they make no 
attempt to be something they’re not. 
They come up with fresh lines like 
“follow a trance to tease and ease 
with the letters” or “looking for some 
house party spots / Stop and hot-box 
to the beat.” Damn, these kids sound 
like they're on some Rakim-Special 
Ed shit! "Cept it ain't no East Coast 
thing poppin’ off. PUTS are comin’ 
straight outta Whittier, Calif. — until 
now best known for Tricky Dick 
Nixon and restaurants that charge $7 
for two slices of white bread.

Resurrection 


nreleased albums have always been the holy grail of record collecting. 

Even knowing about the existence of one affords certain knowledge-is- 

power bragging rights — an arcane tidbit to lord over the less-informed 

fan. Of course, no good secret stays such for long, which is why boot- 

legging became a cottage industry long before the MP3 ever came into 
the modern lexicon. 

There was Prince’s 1987 The Black Album — the record nobody was sup- 
posed to have, yet everybody did — and there’s the Beach Boys’ enigmatic 
Smile, an unfinished, unreleased album that spawned a 30-year obsession for 
rock fans (see http://www.yyz.de/music 


/smile/story.htm for the whole affair). It . a : 
seems like every rock artist has a buried Black Bastard! : 
project in his or her closet, whether it’s provides 1 


Sheryl Crow (one), Neil Young (at least 
eight), or the Beatles (don’t ask). 

There are miles of hip-hop masters out 
there documenting projects that never 
saw the light of day, such as the Souls of 
Mischief’s legendary Cabfare. But the 
music of most artists — even dead ones 
— doesn’t seem to stray too far from the 
marketplace. Just look at Tupac’s 
Makaveli series, now in at least its eighth 
bootlegged volume since his death. On 
the other hand, some anticipated projects 
are likely never to emerge. Large Protes- 
sor, producer-rapper from Main Source, 
boasted “buy the album when I drop it,” 
on A Tribe Called Quest's Midnight Ma- 
rauders (1993), but even though he re- 
leased a single (“Mad Scientist,” 1996), it’s been eight years now, and the 
public’s not holding its breath. 

No rap album, however, has been more tragically storied than KMD’s Black 
Bastards. Founded by brothers Subroc and Zevlove X, and third member, 
Onyx, KMD (a positive Kause in a Much Damaged society) had a sleeper hit 
with 1991’s Mr. Hood (Elektra). New-school contemporaries of Brand Nu- 
bian and De La Soul, KMD mixed in an assortment of odds and ends like Five 
Percenter mathematics, Sesame Street samples, and instructional language 
tapes to build their humorous take on ghetto life. 

But when KMD sat down to work on Black Bastards, disaster struck twice. 
Subroc was killed by a traffic accidentin the summer of 1993, right after the 
album was finished. Then, to add insult to injury, Elektra Records president 
Sylvia Rhone refused to release the album because she found the cover art — 
depicting a blackface caricature being lynched — offensive. Elektra finally 
ended up dropping KMD from its roster in 1995, without releasing the album. 

Black Bastards might have languished in limbo forever, but in 1998, New 
York’s indie imprint Fondle "Em released a handful of songs from the album, 
and this year L.A.’s Readyrock Records released the entire album. Complete 
with original cover art, and all 13 songs, Black Bastards provides an odd time 
capsule from hip-hop’s recent past, an era close to the present chronological- 
ly but distant in memory. 

New-school nostalgia has always been an implicit part of the under- 
ground’s aesthetics — the whole beats-rhymes-life mantra. But unlike at- 
tempts to re-create those memories, Black Bastards is the real deal. That time 
warp effect is most obvious on “Smokin’ That S*#%,” a posse cut featuring 
cameos by Lord Sear and Earthquake, among others. While the track bounces 
with a slick, funky bass line, the braggadocio feels lackluster and tame in 
comparison to the verbal swordsmen who came post-Wu-Tang. At the same 
time, frolicsome songs like “Contact Blitz” and “It Sounded like a Roc” not 
only have aged well, but also offer a happy-go-lucky stance that goes down 
easier than the foul-tempered attitude of today’s nihilists like DMX and Ice 
Cube. Peep the playfulness of Zev Love X on “Sweet Premium Wine”: “Sweet 
premium / See me, I’m chillin’ / Like the maniacal villain that | am / Pulling 
scams.”

If Black Bastards provides a flashback to what was, it also delivers a sample 
of what might have been. Like De La Soul’s early work, Black Bastards is a 
concept album, an attempt at black self-definition — including the satire of 
the Sambo figure on its cover — surrounded by seemingly innocuous songs 
about daily life, including crazy bus rides (“Contact Blitz’), sex (“Plum- 
skinzz”), and the mind-altering pleasures of weed (“Suspended Animation”), 
While not a manifesto by any stretch of the imagination, it is a blast from the 
past. KMD’s last album lets us smile wistfully once more at hip-hop passings- 
both human — Subroc — and artistic — the New School. *

Mexican kingpins In 
the 1960s Mexico spawned a teen 
music that emulated North Ameri- 
can pop culture, with idols who re- 
flected America’s tune-oriented Top 
40 radio.

ver since emerging from the basement of their par- 

ents’ Victoria, British Columbia, hame clutching their 

debut album, Mama, in 1983, NoMeansNo’s Wright 
brothers (Rob on bass and vocals, John on drums, key- 
boards, and vocals) have wrought one of the most un- 
compromising bodies of work in the brief history of al- 
ternative music. While their Canadian contemporaries 
DOA never strayed from the traditional punk path, NMN 
have consistently challenged themselves and their 
fans, writing terse songs full of damn-near-inhuman time signatures and desperately existential lyrics with an under- 
current of dark humor. True, some Mohawk-sporting hardcore yahoos might point at NMN’s startling musicianship and 
occasionally epic-length tunes and sputter, “That's not punk!” But given Rob and John’s die-hard DIY attitude (they've 
put out their own records from day one, licensing them through local artist-friendly label Alternative Tentacles) and 
their career-long dedication to pushing the limits of heavy music, there's no question that the Wright brothers are 
punk as fuck. Though they haven’t put out a full-length album since Dance of the Headless Bourgeoisie in '98, 
NoMeansNo don’t need an excuse to hit the road. Onstage they still rock with a cathartic fury few bands can match.

Peroxide-blond singer Chris Lehmann, 
looking like a reformed Billy Idol fan, sport- 
ed an uptown ’80s shirt and tie over cords 
grunged up with bald patches at a Bottom 
of the Hill gig recently. He got on the audi- 
ence’s good side right away: “Are you guys 
a bunch of pussies?” 

Magnified sounded the way they 
looked: a kind of montage of the decades. 
Bassist MK straddled fetish and beatnik 
fashions in black latex pants, turtleneck, 
goatee, and sideburns to his chinny-chin- 
chin. Guitarist Andy Shaw, with Gothish, 
angle-cut black hair, leaked lines that had 
the fresh quirkiness of early Nirvana and 
led into those unmistakable Flock of Seag- 
ulls squalls. The sonic power of Shaw’s 
one-two combination became evident on 
songs like “Stand in Traffic,” where it glued 
the verses together, “Valentine,” where it 
hacked a jagged edge into an otherwise 
straight-ahead ballad, and “Someone,” 
where the skewed guitar melody elevated 
the chorus to tasteful complexity. 

In fact, once you got over the déja vu of 
early-influence bombardment (encouraged 
by a cover of Joe Jackson's “Is She Really 
Going Out with Him?”), all kinds of subtle 
weirdness started to show up: Shaw 
sometimes used a slide, resting the guitar 
on uplifted thigh; MK picked out the chords 
in “Downtown Dream” that backed the 
memorable vocal hook (“Stick around”); 
vocal harmonies shone, especially on 
“Stand in Traffic” and “Valentine”; and 
then that creepy little washboard sound 
crept out of “Downtown Dream.” During 
the whirlybird intro to “Stand in Traffic” it 
suddenly dawned on me that such ghostly 
manifestations came from a sequencer 
triggered by drummer Adam Aaronson. 

Lehmann was affable, and forthcoming 
with band dish, divulging, for example, that 
at least one band member had done time 
on a highway cleanup gang. He introduced 
the song “Monday” by dedicating it to 
someone named Michelle for her birthday, 
qualifying it with “don’t take this the wrong 
way” — and then proceeding to sing 
about “that ugly feeling.” 

Magnified registered high and low on 
the mood meter — anywhere from down 
and dirty, as on “Someone,” to peppy col- 
lege-radio atmospherics, like on “Monday,” 
and they hinted at bigger things in their fu- 
ture. Picture Dawson's Creek. Joey has just 
left Dawson standing on the dock for the 
26th time. Cut to a voice-over ... “Music for 
tonight's show brought to you by Magni- 
fied.” Magnified play with Alien Crime Syn- 
dicate, Deathray, and Milwaukee Thurs/22,

Say What? 


Heat wave 


“Do you want that thang / Do you need 
that thang?” Say What? lead vocalist Cynn 
Mabry wailed during a performance last 
week, and Say What?, a multiracial, eight- 
member San Francisco funk ensemble, an- 
swered that rhetorical question. Led by 
charismatic 27-year-old bassist Johnnie 
Sanders, Say What? kicked off their first 
set at the Boom Boom Room on Wednes- 
day in the midst of a Bay Area heat wave. 
The temperature soared to 103 degrees, 
but the stifling heat didn’t stop Say What? 
from giving up the funk as they paid tribute 
to their collective influences: James 
Brown, Maceo Parker, George Clinton and 
the P-Funk Allstars, and Curtis Mayfield. 

Say What? began their six-song string 
of original compositions with “Funkstru- 
mental,” which showcased Sanders's skills 
as well as the chops of the back line: Will 
Blades on organ, Ben Sibley on drums, and 
Darren Mayes on guitar. No, you don’t have 
to be black to feel the funk, and this argu- 
ment was well tested as the strictly Cau- 
casian horn section (Brad Hughes on sax, 
Dave Blacker and Balboa Becker on trom- 
bones) delivered soulful, almost testifying 
solos. 

Dressed in a leopard-print tube top and 
Capri pants, the curvaceous Mabry, a soar- 
ing contralto from Tracy, took the spotlight 
on another Say What? original, “Tootsie 
Pop,” a funk tune as nasty as the Isley 
Brothers’ “Pop That Thang” and Lauryn 
Hill’s “Doo Wop.” Was it my imagination, or 
did the frosty-haired singer remind me, 
just a little, of 1970s soul singers Betty 
Wright and Mille Jackson when she ven- 
tured into the audience and spoke-sang 
the lyrics of “Worth It,” an autobiographical 
account of catching an unfaithful lover in 
the act? 

The arrangements of the Sanders- 
penned “Beautiful,” one of the show’s 
highlights, called to mind a soundtrack 
from a’70s blaxploitation flick. Mabry sang 
the refrain as Sanders narrated the poem 
that came to him one day after rehearsal, a 
sad tale (beautifully augmented by Hugh- 
es’s delicate flute solos) of a prostitute who 
comes to self-realization. On the hottest 
night ever recorded in the city, this was the 
coolest place to be. Say What? throw down 
old- and new-school funk Thurs/22,

The weight 
of the whirl 


t about 10:30 last Saturday night inside a Haight Street restaurant, it hit without 
Avani — the ultra, mega-psychedelic power of the fearsome pot brownie. Sur- 

rounded by intoxicated blond yuppies in chino shorts and Patagonia sweatshirts, the 
fear grasped me with unprecedented power and forced me to grab onto the edge of the 
table for reality support. The world began to swirl chaotically around me as the many 
voices in my head fought to be heard above the din of screaming, drunk professionals. 

The brownie speaks to me: You look extremely weird right now, and if you get up 
and leave in a panic, you will most certainly trip over a patron or your own silly platform 
zip-up boots. Your eyes are blood-red and the size of monster truck tires — there’s no 
hiding your wretched state. Face it, you look like an alien hostage in your floor-length 
brown suede coat with huge furry collar and cuffs, and to make it worse, you're carrying 
a bag decorated with a large red sticker that reads “pathetic.” You are a complete freak, 
and everyone in this restaurant knows it. How can you possibly escape unscathed? 

Reality tries to butt in: No one notices you; no one gives a fuck about your sorry-ass 
thrift-store coat. Try to breathe. You might live this one out. 

Brownie cuts in again: Don’t kid yourself — you are a complete freak, and if you get 
up now to leave, you will most certainly have a wad of bright orange goo stuck to your 
ass and you might even projectile-vomit on a patron. Moreover, the yuppies want to kill 
you and are planning to jump you outside if you escape, because they can tell you don’t 
(a) play softball after work, (b) own a car, (c) know how to drive, (d) have good credit, (e) 
own a Cell phone, or (f) pay your taxes. You’re fucked. And if you’re half the psychic raver 
you think you are, you will try your hardest to magically disappear 7g/t now. 

Reality happens: Eventually the brownie scoots me out the door and shoves me into 
a cab. | head for the True Intent Recordings and Future Breaks FM party at 133 Beale 
Street and begin to feel like less of a freak. The cab pulls up, and the bass from the 
music inside throttles the sidewalk, thereby forcing the brownie to creep back into my 
life for a few seconds. Inside, the Audio Angel is on the mic, belting out sweetness as 
DJ Sea of True Intent spins two-step. The crowd is feeling the bass-laced syncopation, 
and I’m starting to feel my first cocktail of the night — finally I’m in the right element, 
where the music is much louder than the screaming of squares. Mikebee, Ms. E, and 
DJ Push take turns on the decks, and | saunter outside for a healthy smoke. 

There | run into DJ Push, who's been through it all, even bad brownie trips. Just 
turned 30, DJ Push, a.k.a. Ethan Jenkins, has recently received the honorary Ancient 
Raver certificate, a document issued by the Department of Raver Rules and Regulations 
that allows Push free reign to bitch about “back in the day.” But Mr. Jenkins is not 
stressed about being the geezer on the block. “It’s incredible,” he says. “I feel like I've 
been admitted into a whole new club.” 

And if he were to keel over tomorrow from ancient raver exhaustion, Mr. Jenkins would 
still be able to chill out in heaven with a peaceful mind. Since moving here from Seattle in 
the early ’90s with the original ALAA team, Andrew Rawnsley and Andrew Smith (a.k.a. 
Professor Smith), Jenkins has continued to pen reviews and features for the magazine, 
spin never-ending drum ’n’ bass, throw successful parties, and cohost Avie Breaks FIV, 
the weekly drum 'n’ bass program on KUSF-FM, with Ms. E. Jenkins also recently be- 
came the associate producer of the new Aaa/o V Hour, a nationally syndicated dance 
music program on NPR stations launched by the indefatigable Aries Ms. E. 

Next month Jenkins will board a plane for the Red Bull DJ Academy in Dublin, Ireland, 
where he will be one of five journalists invited to cover a DJ training event. Jenkins also 
recently joined forces with True Intent Recordings, America’s first strictly atmospheric 
drum ’n’ bass label, which was started by locals Mikebee, Gabe Real, and DJ Sea earlier 
last year. Look for upcoming releases from Atlantiq (Kaos and Method One), Lee Howard 
of the Infinite Posse, and Jason Mouse. 

A final word from the wise Grandpa Raver Jenkins: “This [electronic music] is the 
new way of thinking. Eventually the rest of the world will catch up. Despite the repres- 
sion of the government, who's really coming down on dance events and raves, this cul- 
ture will continue to move forward. We all know that this is it.” 

I'll be your, I’ll be your, I’ll be your friend: This Friday night promises to be more 
than what only one booty can handle. Said’s amazing Atmosphere party takes place at 
the Justice League with guest Danny Krivit, a star NYC DJ and producer who's a resi- 
dent at the Body and Soul NYC parties. Earlier this month Said brought the house love 
high with NYC producer-DJs Kerri Chandler and Jerome Sydenham, who played life- 
affirming mixtures of old-school house jams and smooth new tracks. If house music is 
your true love, do not sleep on this week’s event.

The Lost Plays of Jacques du Bon Temps Exit 
Stage Left, 156 Eddy; 673-3847. $8-10. Tues-

depths of theater history, Art Street Theater 
has dredged these two plays by an obscure 
progenitor of the theater of the absurd. Seen 
here for the first time since their premiere in 
1930s Paris, du Bon Temps’s plays seem amaz- 
ingly prophetic, not only of Beckett and 
Ionesco but even of several contemporary San 
Francisco dramatists. Under director Mark 
Jackson, an eight-member ensemble makes du 
Bon Temps’s work its own, creating a series of 
light, playful glosses on the nature of perform- 
ing itself. Relying mostly on creative move- 
ment in these often wordless vignettes, Gillian 
Brecker, Kevin Clarke, Chris Kuckenbaker, and 
Beth Wilmurt do especially fine work, and 
Gillian Chadsey is wonderfully loopy as a 
playwright whose work consists of highly 
emoted single letters. Jake Rodriguez’s com- 
pelling sound design adds enormously to the 
texture of the evening, which never allows its 
historical significance to outweigh its sense of 
fun. (Rosenstein)

But some of the songs, with 
music by Leo Savalas, are great fun. Gregory 
Messer is a glamorous but surprisingly una- 
musing Norma; David Bouzas’s Hedda Hop- 
per, Tommi Rose’s matron, and Chris Sands’s 
Southern belle inmate are the evening’s high- 
lights. The production values are first-rate, in- 
cluding some sharp video sequences, David J. 
Matwijkow’s glitzy costumes, and some fabu- 
lous wigs.

But above all 
else, it’s the superb performance by Mhari 
Sandoval that energizes the play: she’s not a 
bitch, she’s a rebel — spitting fire (she’s 
dragged kicking and screaming, literally, to 
meet her suitor) before shifting gears seam- 
lessly and believably when love suddenly 
strikes. Director Lillian Garrett-Groag plays 
it for laughs, but adds a deeply human quali- 
ty to Katherina that manages (as much as is 
possible, at any rate) to cut the sexist edge of 
the shrew’s final surrender.

much more than making fashion statements. 
In various bodies of work they have used and 
continue to use colorful, decorative elements 
to address both artistic and social themes. In 
the past Meeker has made attractive abstract dot paintings, which have evolved into the series of lush color pho- 
tographs of M&Ms in her new exhibit, “Taking Stock.” The little circular candies, seen in varied scale, are pho- 
tographed atop stock reports, chemical diagrams, and sugar-dusted doughnuts. The confections are emblazoned with 
their usual letter logos that melt in our mouths, in a sense marking brand loyalty on the inside. With that in mind, the 
artist uses them as chips in the corporate game of food distribution, a point driven in by a videotape and wall mural 
related to a Safeway supermarket in Oakland that was abandoned for chilling socioeconomic reasons. Meeker’s con- 
ceptual links may be a tad fuzzy, but it’s clear there’s something very serious beneath the candy coating. Dunphy 
strikes a bolder pose with two large wall pieces composed of brightly colored upholstered circles. The arrangements 
of mock cushions, each titled Modern Convenience, immediately evoke a more vibrant, vinyl version of George Nel- 
son’s mid-century classic Marshmallow Sofa. Placed against the wall, the cushions become decor for a luxe padded 
cell. The color schemes are rooted in the latest home-furnishing lines from Ralph Lauren and Laura Ashley, positioning 
the piece in the very contemporary zone between art and design and the gender distinctions that overlay each. Dun- 
phy’s consistent interest in these subjects is also expressed in a more self-referential (and hence somewhat less suc- 
cessful) series of small pieces, embroidered geometric color studies that gleefully push art history through a puckered 
vinyl core.

Charles Linder 
Through July 6, Brian Gross 


here are obvious career reasons for an artist to develop a recogniz- 
T= style, but the desire to produce identifiable work can lead some 

artists to get stuck in a rut for life. Charles Linder is a young artist 
who has departed radically from the Orville Redenbacher school of art 
production, with glorious results. There’s no discernible thread linking 
Linder’s mixed-media works other than a love for Americana and a level 
of skill that belies his age (I thought he was probably in his 50s; he's ac- 
tually 33). In his third solo show at the Brian Gross gallery, Linder lays 
out his multifarious wares like a gleeful traveling salesperson. There’s an 
arresting sculptural piece made from punctured gasoline containers that 
are lit from within; an epoxy-covered red cube that looks like a giant 
cough drop; a piece in which an elk’s head wears an artist's slop pail 
like a gas mask, with a paintbrush threaded through its handle (the title 
is An Elk Who Promised to Never Explain Pictures); and a beautiful pho- 
tograph of a graffiti-covered Dumpster in a desert landscape. The most 
improbable piece of all is 100 Views of Mt. Tam, which is a kind of 
wacky updating of Hokusai’s famous series of 36 views of Mount Fuji. In 
Linder’s version the “views” come in the form of 100 mud-splattered T- 
shirts, each from one of the artist's mountain bike rides on Mount Tam. 
The grid of T-shirts, each stretched on a square frame and covered with 
clear epoxy, has a minimalist elegance that jives interestingly with the 
story of its production. Near this piece stands a life-size “found object” 
statue of Colonel Sanders, who cheerfully scrutinizes a photograph of

Butterfly It’s a film that wants you to favor 
it as the sweet tale of an asthmatic prepu- 
bescent boy in 1936 prerevolutionary 
Spain and the old teacher who changes his 
life, or perhaps as the tender tragedy 
wherein old-world innocence is ravaged by 
the cruel realities of a more modern 
world. Mostly, however, Butterfly imprints 
itself on the mind as a pasty melodrama 
traipsing across beautiful countrysides and 
through rustic villages where wise old men 
impart supposedly meaningful lessons in 
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life to unappreciative, irritatingly preco- 
cious children. Director José Luis Cuerda 
has his hands full packing three short sto- 
ries by Manuel Rivas into one movie, and 
he poignantly depicts the devastating 
crises faced by supporters of the Spanish 
republic as the Fascists start their rise to 
power. Unfortunately, his insistence on in- 
terjecting ambiguous natural symbolism 
and picaresque, small-town stereotypes in 
lieu of substantive ideas or full-bodied 
characters ultimately derails the film, leav- 
ing a shell of beautiful images with noth- 
ing much inside. (1:37) Clay. (Taylor) 
Catfish in BlackBean Sauce Chi Muoi 
Lo’s first feature is a provocative, offbeat 
dramedy in which filial love is blurred be- 
tween an African American couple and 
their adopted Vietnamese son and daugh- 
ter when the birth mother is found.

Rather than laying it on 
thick, Lo eases us into the mess carefully 
and playfully with Dwayne’s imagination 
segments, a la Ally McBeal. These day- 
dreams lighten up some sensitive racial is- 
sues, so that we acknowledge the humor of 
the moments despite the serious facts of 
life overshadowing them.

Chicken Run Chicken with teeth? Any- 
thing’s possible in a story about a chicken 
coup against two greedy farmers.

American Pimp With American Pimp, the 
first documentary from Albert and Allen 
Hughes, the Hollywood Mack prototype is 
stripped bare, for better or for worse, and 
the man behind the smooth, gold-toothed, 
stereotypical image of the pimp is given a 
voice. There’s Fillmore Slim, the legendary 
pimp who’s ruled the game in the streets 
of San Francisco and L.A. for more than 
60 years; Rosebud, who gave it all up for a 
telemarketing gig when his daughter was 
born; and Vegas pimp Payroll, who shares 
enlightening opinions like, women are 
nothing but “once-a-month-bleeding” 
bitches, and if they get out of line, he'll cut 
them down to “the thick meat.”

The Big Kahuna The title refers to a power- 
ful potential business partner eagerly 
sought by businessmen Larry (Kevin 
Spacey), Phil (Danny DeVito), and Bob 
(Peter Facinelli).

(see Movie Clock for show times), filmed in 1977, makes a pretty good 
argument for Dario Argento’s high-water mark as the archduke of Italian hor- 
ror. | bet some of you probably prefer the chimp-with-the-straight-razor fi- 
nale of Phenomena or Karl Malden’s turn in The Cat o’ Nine Tails, but pause 
for a moment and reflect on Suspiria’s supreme attributes. Fairy-tale simplic- 
ity, lustrous wide-screen cinematography, in-your-face heaps of gore, and a 
pounding, heaving, sighing soundtrack by those monsters of prog rock, Goblin. 
These are the things that first-rate bad dreams are made of. Big-eyed Jessica 
Harper — who deserves.some kind of cult-movie-queen tiara for her perfor- 
mances in Phantom of the Paradise and Shock Treatment — travels to the Conti- 
nent to attend a famous ballet school. Lots of other girls are there too, and a fair 
amount of them meet grisly demises at a mysterious killer's hands, leaking a trail 
of blood that leads to a sinister cabal and a 1980 sequel called /nferno. Argento's 
assaultive sound design and constant toying with the color intensity on the out- 
dated film stock make for something quite unique in the maestro’s canon: a movie 
so bizarre that Udo Kier plays a psychiatrist (yeah, even before he performed simi- 
lar duties for Bay and Bruckheimer’s Armageddon)! The old tag line for the U.S. 
release, which screamed, “The only thing more terrifying than the last twelve min- 
utes of this film are the first ninety!,” is about to be called into serious question by 
the Bridge’s preshow entertainment: a spaghetti speed-eating contest hosted by 
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“the effervescent Peaches Christ.” And now the screaming starts ...

Without falling into 
genre-heavy specifics, East-West, nominat- 
ed for Best Foreign Film at this year’s 
Academy Awards, elegantly explores the 
emotions of a woman fighting for a life.

East Is East Despite a potentially cheesy 
opening scene, this comedic take on reli- 
gion and cultural assimilation turns out to 
be a charming, unique look into the con- 
flicts of a Pakistani family living in 1970s 
England.

| Kikujiro “Beat” Takeshi Kitano’s latest 
film, Kikujiro, an archly sentimental road 
flick, details the journey undertaken by a 
dissolute tyke named Masao who lives 
with Grandmother and determines to find 
his long-absent mother. At the insistence 
of one of his grandmother’s friends, 
Masao is assigned a chaperone: a bum- 
bling yakuza has-been who’s played, in the 
loudest of Hawaiian shirts, by Kitano him- 
self. The lout, predictably enough, pro- 
ceeds to steal the kid’s money, take every 
possible wrong turn in rural Japan, and — 
eventually — win the kid’s heart. It’s a 
family film, a gentle comedy with an occa- 
sionally creepy edge — a bit like Bambi, 
actually, or Bambi Meets Godzilla. Critics 
claim this movie is too far from the soul- 
punching genre poetry of Kitano’s well- 
received blood songs Hana-bi and 
Sonatine. It’s also a bit tedious, meander- 
ing when it’s not maundering, 30 minutes 
too long. But it’s far from uninteresting, 
particularly for real fans of this most con- 
sistent of world-class filmmakers: the situ- 
ation provides a stage for all manner of 
time-honored Japanese deadpan comedy 
and further develops the director’s (Kuro- 
sawa-inspired) use of his own whimsical 
paintings to backdrop and accent dramatic 
events.

What is a MUD, anyway? 

A municipal utility district (or MUD) is a public entity managed by an elected five- 
member board. MUD boards are accountable to voters, mandated to provide such 
services as electric power at lower rates than private utilities. With a MUD board of 
their own, citizens can direct agency policy including the use of environmentally 
sustainable power sources. 


Are there other electric power MUDs in California? 

Yes, one in Lassen and one in Sacramento. The Sacramento district, established in 
1923, is an excellent public power model for us. SMUD offers low rates and envi- 
ronmentally sane energy sources (including solar power) and is controlled by its 
customers. In Davis, a grassroots coalition turned its petition in to the county 
clerk April 24 with more than twice as many signatures than they needed to qualify 
for the ballot. Residents of Davis and some surrounding towns will vote on the 
MUD in November. 


Why do we need a MUD? 

Because we now pay some of the highest electric rates in the state. While the average 
SMUD customer pays just 8.6¢ a kilowatt-hour, Pacific Gas and Electric customers 
pay 10.7¢ (after a 10 percent energy deregulation cut, paid for by ratepayer bonds, 
which means we're paying for our own discount!). 

With a MUD, the entire city would benefit from public power’s low rates and high 
accountability, finally living up to the mandate of the federal Raker Act of 1913. That 
act allowed San Francisco to build a dam in the Hetch Hetchy Valley in Yosemite Na- 
tional Park, to provide the city with the cheapest possible electric power. But early on, 
PG&E undermined the process through its connections to city hall and the political 
machine, effectively forcing residents to buy power from them for decades. With the 
addition of Brisbane, we can start to bring public power to the peninsula as-well. 


Who's behind the MUD campaign? 

The Coalition for Lower Utility Bills. CLUB includes longtime public power advo- 
cates, as well as environmental, neighborhood, and community activists. CLUB 

_ members come from all over San Francisco and Brisbane, representing home own- 
ers and renters with a wide range of income levels.

This chart compares PG&E with three public power agencies in 
northern California. The figures represent average residential rates, 
provided by each agency. The PG&E average is 10.7¢ per kilowatt- 
hour; the Sacramento Municipal Utility District average is 8:6¢; 
Lassen Municipal Utility District is 7.5¢; and the City of Palo Alto 
charges its average residential customer 4.8¢. The American Public 
Power Association says that the approximately 2,000 public power 
agencies in the country generally maintain average rates that are 30 
percent less than privately held utilities. 


A populist provision of the PUC Code (sec. 11611-11614) allows a community to petition its local government to put the question to the voters 
with or without the support of the legislature. If we present the Board of Supervisors with enough signatures, we can put the MUD question on 
the November ballot. Voters in San Francisco and Brisbane will then have to make a historic decision about who will control the future of the 


region's electric power: the corporate monepoly or the people who live neve,

© The Virgin Suicides Truth to be told, 
collective Ginsu knives were fully prepared 
to greet Sofia Coppola’s maiden full- 
length project. However, working with 
source material (Jeffrey Eugenides’s lumi- 
nous but prose-heavy, dialogue- and ac- 
tion-light 1993 novel) that might chal- 
lenge far more practiced adapters, Coppo- 
la’s made a coming-of-age seriocomedy 
that’s closer in spirit to Truffaut than to 
American Pie (or even John Hughes), one 
that suffuses 1970s suburban adolescence 
with poetry, mystery, and nonjuvenile 
humor. Kirsten Dunst plays the most out- 
going among five willowy-blond Lisbon 
family daughters. They hold an entire 
middle-class neighborhood’s stock of boy- 
hood in hormonal thrall, but their restric- 
tive, haplessly out-of-step parents (Kath- 
leen Turner, James Woods) try to keep 
these all-American beauty roses under 
glass, turning a fable of desire into one of 
tragic loss. Reading the book, you can 
more easily imagine how its Fitzgeraldian 
lushness might die on the vine than flour- 
ish on-screen. Yet Coppola’s note-perfect 
translation is every bit as wistful, funny, 
and sensuous as Eugenides’s original. Be- 
musedly fond yet unkitschy about the ’70s, 
it’s a delicate intoxicant of a movie, a mid- 
western Me Decade madeleine.

Winter Sleepers Right before Tom Tykwer 
started filming Run Lola Run, that frenetic, 
techno-saturated meditation on fate, time, 
and the universe that’s inspired a genera- 
tion of Lola look-alikes around the globe, 
he made Winter Sleepers. It takes place in a 
tiny, claustrophobic German ski resort, far 
from the steely urban landscape that Lola 
tore through like some sort of adrenalized 
cartoon goddess.

| cluttered cabin and just seem bored out of 


their minds. When Laura’s lover, hand- 
some, puerile ski instructor Marco (Heino 
Ferch), comes a-calling, his car’s stolen by 
a drunk local named René (Ulrich 
Matthes), who crashes into a farmer and 
his young daughter during his icy joyride. 
All paths lead to one, of course, and even- 
tually Marco and Rebecca are an item, and 
Laura, Rebecca, Marco, and René (yes, the 
guy who stole Marco’s car) end up spend- 
ing a lot of awkward time together. There’s 
an abundance of interesting possibilities 
creeping in at every scene change, and 
Tykwer’s direction (especially of the comic 
power struggles between Laura and 
Marco) is a must-see for fans of Run Lola 
Run, but it doesn’t take long to figure out 
why Winter Sleepers needs to ride the coat- 
tails of Lola’s success. This earlier and 
much slower flick shares the latter’s “what 
would happen if you stepped off the bus a 
second later?” philosophizing, but what 
comes across as tightly focused and 
thought provoking in Lola is convoluted 
by Winter Sleeper’s unnecessarily drawn- 
out plot.
